The fact that President Gompers, of the American 
Federation of Labor, has reached the sensible conclusion 
that members of labor unions have a perfect right to 
join the National Guard, and that in so doing they are 
not in any way acting against the interests of unions, 
should put an end to the persecution of union members 
who have joined or may hereafter join the militia while 
they are members of a union. President Gompers made 
the ruling in a recent official statement in the Federa- 
tionist, in reply to a number of questions made to him on 
the subject. He said: “A member of the State militia 
can be seated in a tradés council. In fact, the matter 
is so obvious that it ought not be open for discussion at 
all. A man who is a wage earner and honorably working 
at his trade or calling to support himself and those de- 
pendent upon him, has not only the right to become a 
citizen soldier, but that right must be unquestioned. The 
militia, ie., the citizen soldiery of the several States in 
our country, supplies what otherwise might take its place 
—a large standing army. The difference between the 
citizen soldiery of the United States and the large stand- 
ing armies of many European countries is the difference 
between a republic and a monarchy—it is the difference 
between the conceptions of liberty and tyranny. While 
organized labor stands against the arbitrament of in- 
ternational or internal disputes by force of arms, yet we 
inust realize we have not yet reached the millennium; 
that in the age in which we live we have not the choice 
between armed force and absolute disarmament, but the 
alternative of a large standing army and a small one 
supplemented by a volunteer citizen soldiery—the militia 
of our several States. With this both wisdom and policy, 
aus well as principle, should warrant our trade umious 
in not taking any cognizance of the matter at all, allow- 
ing each member to follow the bent of his own inclina- 
tions, insisting only that he shall be a wage earner, a 
faithful member of his union and true to the cause of 
labor—the cause of humanity.” 

Some of the bluejackets on the U.S.S. Helena, which 
spent most of the last year on the least desirable por- 
tions of the Chinese coast, are disgruntled at the quality 
of the food with which they were served. One of them 
wrote an anonymous letter to the Shanghai Times in 
which he cursed the mess and pitifully declared that the 
crew of the Wilmington taunted their brothers-in-arms 
on the Helena by sending over offerings of cakes una 
doughnuts. One of the Wilmington’s crew took occasion 

deny this in another anonymous letter, adding that 
the Wilmington itself saw too few dainties. Officers 
of the Bureau of Navigation and Paymaster Genera! 
Ilarris, of the Navy, declare that if the Helena had 
;}oorer food than the other ships of the fleet it was the 
fault ef matural conditions, not that of the Navy De- 

irtment or the commander-in-chief of the Asiatic Sta- 
tion. The new naval ration requires a somewhat more 
iried market than the old one. When a ship is touch- 
ig only at Chinese ports it is difficult to maintain the 
<ime excellent standard of catering as on the North At- 
ntie Station. Especially is this the case on the Asi- 
ic station since the Navy has been deprived of the 
rivilege of drawing on the commissary of the Army in 
‘he Philippines. Several officers who are soon to get 
ommands, which they expect may be ordered to the 
iar East, propose to lay in unusually large supplies of 
-roceries, that they may not be entirely dependent upon 
he limited and extortionate Chinese markets. Of course 
here are those who remark, at this complaint of the 
Helena, that the sailor man is merely exercising his tra- 
litional prerogative to growl and that he would. be more 
ontented were he served with the old ration which tend- 
ed less to educate his palate for luxuries. Rear Admiral 
Evans has done all possible to find his way to his sailors’ 








hearts through their stomachs. He caused the best 
menu his flagship, the Kentucky, ever had to be copied 
and posted on the bulletin board of every ship and he 
sent instructions to every ship captain to bring the food 
of his command up to that standard or report the reason 
for the delinquency.

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Another sailor’s growl, which Rear Admiral M. L. 
Johnson, Commandant of the Boston Navy Yard, has 
just investigated into, comes from the supply ship Are- 
thusa, of which Captain Seccombe is the civilian master. 
A discharged boatswain named Herbert wrote to the 
Navy Department several weeks ago asking “in the 
name of humanity” for an examination of affairs on the 
Arethusa. He also filed with the Legal Aid Society in 
New York an affidavit that Captain Seccombe, who was 
formerly the commanding officer of a trans-Atlantic liner 
and whom John VD. Long, while Secretary of the Navy, 
recommended for command of a supply ship, treated the 
members of the crew with gross cruelty, tricing them 
up for hours with their toes barely touching the deck as 
punishment for minor offenses and putting them intu 
confinement for complaints about the poor food served in 
the mess. Rear Admiral Johnson turned over the in- 
vestigation to Capt. Samuel W. Very, who went aboard 
the Arethusa and questioned the crew. The only man 
who responded to an invitation to comment on the con- 
ditions prevailing on the ship was a member of the en- 
gineroom force, who declared that the trouble with Her- 
bert was that he had been too well treated. Captain 
Very was unable to find Herbert, the discharged boat- 
swain. Naval officers generally are not in the least fa- 
vorable to the maintenance of the colliers and supply 
ships under ‘vivilian masters. Discipline is not as well 
preserved, as merchant crews are less tractable than 
those of men-of-war. But the shortage of line officers 
is so pronounced that continuation of the plan of man- 
ning and officering of these ships by civilians is assured 
for several years at least. 
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The decision of the Board on Construction that all 
battleships and cruisers hereafter to be designed shall 
be equipped with submerged torpedoes is of importance 
to the Navy, and is in contradiction to that originally 
arrived at by the board. It is the result of the protests 
from prominent naval officers which reached the Navy 
Department when it was learned that a decision had 
been made adverse to torpedoes and that they had 
been omitted from the battleships and cruisers recent'y 
designed. Secretary Moody was so impressed with the 
arguinents presented that he decided to withhol@ his ap- 
proval of the board’s decision and refer the matter back 
for further consideration. In this discussion’ Lieut. F. 
K. Hill, of the Bureau of Ordnance, who is in charge 
of torpedo work under this bureau, has taken a leading 
part. His arguments to prove the value of the torpedo 
in the equipment of battleships and cruisers have been 
sustained in the decision of the board. There are 
members of the board, however, who are not willing to 
concede the claims made for the submerged torpedo, es- 
pecially by officers connected with the Naval War Cel- 
lege. It is pointed out that although the submerged 
torpedo might prove the equal of guns in the working 





‘out of a war problem at the college, where conditions 


of sea and weather are eliminated, iu a rough sea way 
its accuracy of fire would be more uncertain than that 
of a gun. For this reason the board is hesitating about 
authorizing the change of the designs of the ships al- 
ready contracted for so as to permit of the insertion of 
torpedo tubes, which could only be done at considerable 
cost 


Orders have been issued to the gunboat Machias, now 
at Port Said, to proceed to Naples, there to receive Mr. 
Skinner, the American consul general at Marseilles, and 
the party which is to accompany him on his expedition 
to the capital of Abysinnia, where he hopes to negotiate 
for the United States a commercial treaty with King 
Mennelik, invite the King to the St. Louis Exposition 
and make certain scientific investigations of the country 
for the Agricultural Department. The Machias will go 
from Naples to Beirut to complete from the other two 
ships of the European Squadron the guard which is to 
accompany the party and will sail thence for Djibouti. 
Consul General Skinner will have an escort consisting 
of a naval officer, a marine officer, a marine guard of 
from 15 to 20 men and a few seamen, The State Depart- 
ment has given the Navy Department no intimation as 
to when the Brooklyn and the San Francisco can be 
spared from Beirut. Minister Leishman’s cables to the 
State Department assert very positively the necessity 
for retaining the American warships in Turkish waters 
until the Sultan has granted the American demands. 
It appears that Mr, Leishman has accomplished more in 
the short time» that the American ships have been off 
Beirut than was done by the American Legation during 1 
whole year of diplomatic representations.

Gen. Robert Shaw Oliver, Acting Secretary of War 
during the absence of Secretary Root, has directed that 
the Infantry arm of the Army wear the old white trim- 
mings on their uniforms instead of the new “robin’s- 
egg blue,” adopted this year on the recommendation of 
the Uniform Board. The officers of Infantry who have 
provided themselves with new uniforms in accordance 
with the regulations are given until Jan. 1, 1904, to 
have their uniforms changed to white trimmings. Gen- 
eral Oliver’s action in ordering the return to the white

trimmings was taken, it is understood, without recom- 
mendation from the General Staff and is due to the gen- 
eral expressions of dissatisfaction with the blue trim- 
mings on the part of Infantry officers. Within the last 
few weeks the question of a return to the white trim- 
mings has been considered at the War Department, but no 
recommendation was made looking to the change, in view 
of the fact that it was believed by many officers the 
new blue trimmings had not yet been given a fair trial. 
The action of General Oliver will, it is believed, how- 
ever, meet with the universal approval of the Infantry 
arm, as the blue trimmings have never been liked. The 
order making this change will be found under our Army 
heading. 
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The splendid run made by the battleship Maine, which 
arrived off Cape San Juan light Oct. 17, has given great 
satisfaction to the Navy Department. The news reached 
the Navy Department in a despatch from Capt. EB. H. ©. 
Leutz, commanding that vessel, which stated that the 
Maine had made the run from Currituck, off the Vir- 
ginia coast, to Cape San Juan light in seventy-nine hours, 
the average speed being fifteen knots. For fifty con- 
secutive hours the vessel made a speed of 16.7 knots. 
Until further advices are received the real significance 
of this run cannot be estimated at the Department. The 
object of the run of the Maine to Culebra was to test 
her boilers and the officials here are awaiting with keen 
interest the receipt of the official report of the cruise, 
which will show how the boilers held out. If the Nic- 
lausse boilers in the Maine prove satisfactory on this 
trip the probability is that the designs of the ships which 
call for this type of boiler will not be changed. The 
Secretary of the Navy, however, has already announced 
that he will not authorize the fitting of other ships 
with Niclausse boilers.

One of the interesting features of the annual report 
of Brig. Gen. Alfred E. Bates, Paymaster General, U. 
S.A., is that relating to the amount of deposits received 
from and repaid to enlisted men of the Army by pay- 
masters. The act authorizing such deposits was passed 
May 15, 1872, and the deposits received the first year 
amounted to $209,850.38. The total rose gradually until 
1898, when it reached $613,513.51. After that it in- 
creased to $3,438,529.11 in 1901, which was the highest 
point, declining to $1,888,014.37 for the fiseal year 1908. 
The deposits received since the system was establisheu 
umount in all to $23,177,618.27, of which $19,860,946.95 
has been repaid together with interest amounting to 
$1,283,614.84. These figures show that the system has 
done a great deal to encourage thrift and economy among 
the enlisted men of the Army and that the privileges of 
the system might properly be extended to officers, as 
General Bates has twice officially recommended. 
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Representative Dayton, of West Virginia, the second 
member of the Naval Committee of the House and long 
an intelligent and energetic exponent of systematic na- 
val expansion, has mightily pleased Navy officers by 
coming back from study of naval affairs in England, 
France and Germany and declaring that he is proud of 
the seapower of this country. As one bureau chief put 
it: “Too often Americans—sometimes naval officers them- 
selves—go abroad and get false ideas about naval pro- 
gress. They come_home riding a hobby exploited in this 
or that European service. Mr. Dayton seems to tiave 
escaped that, although he gained much valuable infor- 
mation.” 

The appointment of Rear Admiral George H. Con- 
verse as Chief of the Bureau of Equipment doem not 
carry with it membership in the Board on Naval Goa- 
struction especially, nor a position in the General Board 
of which Rear Admiral Bradford was a member. The 
Chief of the Bureau of Equipment is not necessarily a 
member of these important boards. Rear Admiral Brad- 
ford was selected because of his great ability and his 
splendid grasp of naval detail both as regarded the fleet 
in being and the shore establishment. As a matter of 
fact Rear Admiral Bradford attended few meeting» 
of the General Board for a considerable period prior to 
leaving the Bureau of Equipment.

A bill will be introduced in Congress this year for the 
promotion of Col. W. P. Hall, Acting Adjutant General 
of the Army, to the grade of brigadier general. If this 
bill becomes a law Colonel Hal! will continue in the Ad- 
jutant General’s Department and will wear the insignia 
of that Department. It is well understood that Major 
Henry C. Corbin will not exercise the duties of his office 
as Adjutant Generai of the Army during the remainder 
of his service on the active list of the Army.

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The Army and Navy Union, while assembled in na- 
tional convention at Pittsfield, Mass., during the week 
of Oct. 17, unanimously endorsed a communication from 
a chief petty officer and ex-naval apprentice in the Navy, 
urging a general 25-year retirement law for enlisted men 
of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps, on the ground 
that such a law would prove the greatest inducement 
toward making young men who enlist contented and 
keeping them in the Service. ‘The letter says in part: 
“The average apprentice must now make up his mind to 
serve until he is fifty-five or fifty-six years of age before 
he can expect a letup on duty; in fact, he will not retire 
until long after the Jandsman who enlisted four or five 
years after him. I believe if it could be brought to the 
attention of the right people that Navy men are expected 
to serve five years longer on the modern and unhealthy 
battleship or monitor, and in unsanitary foreign pos- 
sessions, than the policeman and fireman of many of our 
cities, there would not be much trouble in having our 
condition evened up a bit. I do not think we enlisted 
men have much cause to kick, especially during the past 
twelve month, abouc lack of consideration for us on the 
part of the Navy Department, because we have during 
that time benefited more than the enlisted man did dur- 
ing the preceding twelve years. But we cannot be 
blamed for looking toward a betterment of our condi- 
tion when age overtakes us.” It is added that: “Under 
the present law for retirement of enlisted men in the 
Navy, all men and apprentices must serve until 50 
years of age, unless physically disqualified for service. 
Therefore an apprentice who enlists at 15 years of age, 
if he lives and remains in good health, must give the 
naval Service 35 of the best years of his life before he 
is eligible for retirement—while the young ‘landsman for 
training’ who enlists at 20 years of age and on the same 
date as the apprentice, will only have to serve 30 years; 
this great injustice alone is enough to make the young 
naval apprentice desert—and he frequently does. Service 
for retirement should count from the date the young 
naval apprentice or landsman for training commences 
his first cruise on a naval training vessel or a naval 
vessel in commission, as he is just as much in the naval 
Service then as he ever will be.” 
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So many arguments have been made in favor of 
abolishing the saber as a Cavalry weapon that the piea 
for its retention which Lieut. Col. James Parker, 13th 
U.S. Cavalry, presents in the Journal of the Cavalry 
Association of the United States, will command general 
attention. Colonel Parker contends that those who 
would abolish the saber would also get rid of the charge 
en mass, and that, as he truly says, is not always pos- 
sible. When two regiments are hurled at each other, 
there is an actual collision; the men are at arm’s length, 
and under those conditions the pistol is the worst of 
weapons, the trooper who uses it being almost as likely 
to hit a friend as an enemy. Moreover, according to 
the record of target practice in the United States Army 
during the years when, prior to 1892, pistol practice 
firing to the front was in vogue, the average percentage 
of hits for the whole Army was only about 20 per cent.— 
a showing which is not greatly in favor of the pistol 
as a Cavalry weapon. Colonel Parker holds that in 
actua! warfare this firing to the front during the charge 
would be inadmissible, for the reason that it would be 
a waste of ammunition and because the horse proceed- 
ing at full speed, in terriflic strides and jumps, is an 
impossible firing piatform. “It would be dangerous to 
our own men,” Colonel Parker continues, “and especially 
to our officers, for the reason that the charge in line, 
as it approaches the enemy, if not already in double rank, 
is likely to become so, and may as likely become a form- 
ation of three or four ranks, where the cowards and 
poor shots are in the rear. I should want nothing better 
than an enemy charging toward me in this formation, 
firing. It would not be my line which received the bul- 
lets. But I would not like to be the commanding ofticer 
of such a line, riding in front of it. Let us not be so 
shert sighted as to imagine that all the lessons of 
European wars go for nothing. Let us not be so densely 
convinced of our own superiority as to think that that 
the decision of European experts, men who apply all 
their lives to the study of Cavalry, that the pistol as a 
charging weapon is inferior to the saber, is of no con- 
sequence. Finally, let us not make a leap in the dark 
and deprive our Cavalry of an arm which may on some 
battlefield save it from destruction. Let us retain the 
saber, and when war comes, keep it keen that it may 
not miss the opportunity that to a Cavalryman comes 
seldom, but when it comes, is decisive.” 








Referring to the withdrawal of two companies of 
United States Coast Artillery from Cuba _ eighteen 
months after the United States Government was supposed 
to have surrendered its authority in the island, the 
Springfield Republican sneeringly suggests that the 
American evacuation of Cuba “has not been such a 
miracle of virtue as to justify us in casting stones at 
Russia because of her conduct in Manchuria.” The 
utterance of the Republican affords a characteristic ex 
ample of “anti imperialist” hypocrisy. The few com- 


panies of United States Artillery remaining in Cuba 
since the American evacuation have been kept there 
under authority expressly granted by the Cuban con- 
stitution, and with the hearty assent and approval of 
the Cuban Government, whose native troops they have 
helped to organize and instruct. 
has never 


The Cuban Government 
intimated the least desire for their with- 


drawal, but, on the contrary, has repeatedly expressed 
grateful appreciation of their services in developing the 
Cuban military establishment. The suggestion that the 
course of the United States in Cuba and the course of 
Russia in Manchuria are analogous is preposterous. 
Russia entered Manchuria without the consent of China 
and has remained there in spite of her repeated protests. 
Furthermore, Russia gave formal pledges that she would 
withdraw from Manchuria on October 8—pledges which 
she has disregarded so defiantly as to suggest that she 
never intended to fulfill them. Since the American 
evacuation of Cuba the United States troops remaining 
in the island have exercised no authority beyond the 
limits of their own camps, whereas Russia has usurped 
all authority in Manchuria, even to nullifying rights in 
that province expressly ceded to the United States by 
China. Perhaps the Springfield Republican believes that 
its view is an honest one, but it would be insulting to 
the intelligence of its readers to assume that they re- 
gard it in the same way.

Another reminder that conditions in Porto Rico are 
not as satisfactory as they might be appears in the fact 
that the Federal Grand Jury at San Juan has returned 
indictments for receiving smuggled goods against Mr. 
Cruzen, collector of customs, and Capt. Andrew Dunlap, 
U.S.N., commandant of the naval station at San Juan. 
This proceeding means a reopening of the attack on 
Captain Dunlap, who was indicted on the same charge 
last April. The District Attorney at San Juan was con- 
vinced at that time that the indictment was based on false 
testimony given by a dismissed employee of the Custom 
House, who instigated the proceedings for vengeful pur- 
poses, and the indictment was quashed with the full ap- 
proval of the Department of Justice at Washington. 
That the Grand Jury should return new indictments on 
the same testimony after the virtual repudiation of its 
findings by the Government at Washington denotes a state 
of feeling in Porto Rico with regard to American officials 
which does not promise well for the orderly administra- 
tion of justice. ‘There is one feature in these alleged 
violations of the customs laws at San Juan which has 
not been sufficiently considered by the local authorities, 
and that is that the conviction of an Army or Navy 
officer technically, but not morally, guilty of smuggling 
might subject the victim to far harsher penalities than 
are contemplated by the law, in that it might involve 
the loss of his commission. ‘That an officer should be 
exposed io so grave a hardship for an offense which in 
the case of a civilian is usually punished by a moderate 
fine, is at once inconsistant and unjust, and, as we noted 
in these columns when Captain Dunlap was indicted in 
April, is wholly contrary to the spirit of the law. In 
view of that contingency, and taking into account the 
questionable character of the testimony on which this 
second indictment is based, we hope that instructions will 
be promptly sent from Washington to quash the indict- 
ment. 
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If one judge from the editorial expressions of The Ca- 
nadian Military Gazette, our Dominion neighbors are not 
altogether pleased with the findings of the British Royal 
Commission appointed to investigate the conduct of the 
South African War. The report of the commission, 
while frankly recognizing the intelligence, resourceful- 
ness and hardiness of the colonial troops who fought 
against the Boers, pronounces them inferior to the Bri- 
tish regulars “for a serious attack which has to be 
driven home.” Inasmuch as this statement is made with 
reference to the colonial contingents in general, the Ga- 
zette infers that it is necessarily applied to the Canadians 
and is therefore not to be passed over in silence. “Is it 
not very likely,” asks our contemporary, “that, having 
acknowledged the superiority of our men in the ways at 
first indicated, the commissioners are in some measure 
attempting to restore the balance by giving the palm in 
attack to the regulars? We would be the last to deny 
to these latter the credit of bravery. We believe that 
‘Tommy’ is to-day made of the same stuff that carried 
Wellington victoriously through all his campaigns, and 
that since his time has been again and again proved in 
every clime and against men of every color; but we must 
be excused if we object to taking second place in the mat- 
ter of courage.” Those are strong, clear words for the 
valor of the Canadian contingent, and they are well-de- 
served, but the vitality of the Gazette’s protest is all 
destroyed by its subsequent admission that “the finding of 
the commission that our men are lacking in discipline we 
think is perfectly fair and accurate.” How any body of 
troops confessedly lacking in discipline could be expected 
to equal the British regulars in a “serious attack that 
has to be driven home” is something which our Canadian 
contemporary mysteriously fails to explain. 

It is scarcely worth while to attempt to controvert 
those pessimistic souls who maintain that the acquisition 
of the Philippines was a strategic and commercial blunder 
on the part of the United States, but it is a significant 
fact that no such view of the project is entertained 
among foreign observers. On the contrary, there is a 
growing belief in Europe that with the rapid develop- 
ment of commercial and naval influence on the Pacific 
and the unfolding of trade opportunities among the vast 
populations of the Orient, the possession of the Philip- 
pines is a factor of almost incalculable advantage to 
the United States. This feeling is strikingly expressed in 
the following extract from an article in the Pall Mall 








Gazette 4f London: “We have but to examine the map 
of the Eastern Hemisphere to recognize what a power. 
ful position we should be occupying on the eastern flank 
of China to-day had we retained not only Java, the 
Moluccas and the Celebes Islands, but especially the rich 
group of the Philippines, which were ours by every right 
of conquest in 1762, and had been justly forfeitea by 
Spain, whose hostility had been prompted by the belief 
that she had caught us at a time of disadvantage. Bur 
they were lightly surrendered by statesmen who pos- 
sessed no just idea of a colonial empire, and who, though 
the country was emerging from a victorious war, were 
too spiritless to resist the demand of the vanquished for 
the restoration of their forfeited possessions. We cap- 
not reflect upon the loss of this splendid and legitimate 
prize without a considerable measure of bitterness.”

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In speaking in the last issue of the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL. of the arbitrary protest of the Central Labor 
Union of Philadelphia against the employment of Chinese 
as laundrymen on certain warships at the League Island 
Navy Yard, we remarked that the labor leaders were 
pursuing a dog-in-the-manger policy, inasmuch as they 
wouldn’t serve as laundrymen themselves and didn't 
want anybody else to do so. This view of the case is 
directly affirmed by Col. Henry C. Cochrane, U.S.M.C., 
Commandant of the Marine Barracks at League Island, 
in the following language: “The Government does not 
employ cheap labor. ‘The Chinese and Japanese, en- 
gaged on the warships as cooks, laundrymen and stew- 
ards, are rated the same in wages as American-born em- 
ployees engaged in the same capacity. Many of those 
who complain would not accept these occupations. How 
many men do you find washing clothes on land? None 
except Chinese. The service of these foreigners is much 
appreciated. They are quiet, peaceabie and proficient, 
They raise no disturbances, are abstemious and always 
willing. I’m not saying that the American workingman 
has not qualities and attributes that are superior in many 
ways. I say he would not do the kind of work these 
people do. The Navy needs its Chinese and Japs.” With 
regard to Rear Admiral Charles D. Sigsbee, U.S.N., 
Commandant of the League Island Navy Yar, there is 
danger that the labor goblins will catch him too if he 
doesn’t watch out. For it is gravely alleged that he has 
in his empioy a steward, a cook and a pantry boy, all 
Japanese, with whose service he is thoroughly delighted, 
and he is by no means alone in this defiance of the de- 
mands of “organized labor.”

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“The sincerest form of flattery is imitation. The United 
States having made its commanding general Chief of 
Staff, a similar suggestion has been made in E@gland,” 
a correspondent says. This is shown by the following 
extract from the London Daily Mail of Oct. 1, in which 
“Miles” says: “It seems to me that the time has come 
for the formation of an Army board, based on that at the 
Admiralty, which has indeed been long threatened. The 
discredit attaching to the present War Office might be 
got over in this way, and perhaps the change would be 
welcomed by politicians, soldiers and the public alike. The 
Commander-in-Chief’s office could be abolished and be re- 
placed by a chief of the staff in the person of the Duke 
of Connaught, who is a good administrator, and would 
command the confidence of the King and of the Army. 
The board could consist of the Secretary of State, his 
Under-Secretary, the Financial Secretary, the head of 
the Ordnance Committee, the Director General.of the In- 
telligence Department, the senior colonel of the Army, 
three field marshals (all of whom must have served in the 
office of commander-in-chief), the representative of sup- 
ply branch, inspector general of Cavalry, adjutant gen- 
eral, quartermaster general, adjutant general of Artillery. 
and of Engineers ; and the chaplain general and principal 
medical officer. when their interests were touched.” 
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from Bogota state that in view of the 
of friendly relations between herself an‘ 
Venezuela, the Republic of Colombia has resolved to 
abolish her navy as a measure of economy. That seems 
to be a very wise thing to do, and happily it can be done 
without causing any violent disturbance of the balance 
of naval power in the Western hemisphere. The Colom- 
bian navy consists of some eight or ten vessels, with 
total tonnage of about 6,000 tons, including two stern 
wheel ironclad gunboats, one iron schooner, one wooden 
sailing barge, two sailing cutters and one converte! 
yacht. It is a first rate navy to get rid of as speedily a« 
possible.

The cruiser Denver, now about completed by the 
Neafie & Leavy Company of Camden, N.J,, has gone to 
the Government trial course off Cape Ann for the officia! 

The Denver is of the 
same class as the Galveston, Cleveland, Chattanooga 
and DesMoines, having a displacement of 3,100 tons and 
a speed of seventeen knots on her trial. 
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The retirement of Rear Admiral R. B. Bradford, U. 
§.N., from the position of Chief of the Bureau of Equip- 
ment, by bis resignation, has been marked by the re- 
ceipt by him of letters from the President and Secretary 
of the Navy, expressing their appreciation of his services. 
In his letter of resignation Rear Admiral Bradford 
said: “I respectfully tender my resignation as chief of 
the Bureau of Equipment, Navy Department, to take ef- 
fect Oct. 15. While I have served less than one-half of 
the term for which I was appointed by you, and while 
| appreciate the honors and responsibilities of the office 
I hold, yet I have been chief of the Bureau of Equipment 
longer than any of my predecessors, and have had no 
sea service for a long time. 1 therefore earnestly re- 
quest the acceptance of my resignation. and respectfully 
ask that I may be assigned to a suitable command for 
duty afloat during the balance of my service on the ac- 
tive list of the Navy.” In accepting the resignation 
President Roosevelt commented on the value of Admiral 
Bradford's services in the position he had relinquished. 
Secretary Muody in a personal letter approved the spirit 
which led him to ask for sea service during the remainder 
of his active career, and complimented him on the effi- 
ciency which had marked his conduct in the Bureau of 
Equipment during his long service as chief.

Advices from Manila to the Bureau of Insular Affairs 
of the War Department indicate that the five coast 
guard steamers built for the Philippine civil govern- 
ment by the Uraga Dock Company of Uraga, Japan, 
have been rejected as unfit, and that if other vessels 
of that character are required the contracts for their 
construction will be placed in the United States. It 
appears that the vessels built in Japan, at a cost of 
$40,000 each, developed the contract speed of ten knots 
un hour, but that the materials used in their construc- 
tion were of such poor quality that the ships gave 
little or no promise of durabi¥ty and were, therefore, re- 
turned to the builders. These ships were designed for 
the carrying of the mails among the various islands of 
the Archipelago, the transportation of the constabulary 
forces from island to island as needed and for the dis- 
tribution of supplies for the civil authorities. It is 
necessary that the vessels required for this service shall 
be thoroughly staunch and durable, and the fact that 
those built in Japan have failed in this respect is a 
keen disappointment. ‘The experience may be worth the 
cost, however, if it shall convince the Philippine authori- 
lies that the wise thing to do is to have all vessels for 
inter-island traffic constructed by responsible builders in 
the United States.

Rear Admiral O'Neil estimates that something over 
$1,500,000 will be required for target practice by the 
Navy next year. This will provide an adequate prac- 
tice for every ship in commission. When all the ships 
now authorized and building are completed $2,500,000 
will be required. The battleships of the Alibama class 
fire away over $50,000 worth of ammunition in target 
practice every year. When the more powerfully armed 
vessels of the Louisiana class are commissioned they will 
require much more. Reports, which come to the Navy 
Department from Italy, say that the target practice of 
that navy is restricted simply because the national ex- 
chequer cannot stand the strain. England, however, ac- 
cording to Representative Dayton, of West Virginia, one 
of the members of the House Naval Affairs Committee, 
who has just returned from abroad, will not hesitate to ex- 
pend large sums in all her fleets for improvement of the 
standard of markmanship. Secretary Moody desires to 
make public in his annual report a large part of the tar- 
get practice records with a statement of the cost of 
the practice. In regard to the scores some naval officers 
have raised vigorous objection to their being made pub- 
lic. They say it would be “giving information to the 
enemy” on altogether too large a scale. 








“Are uniforms to become like the fashions—ever 
changing?’ asks an Army correspondent. “Now there 
comes a story from Washington that the facings of the 
Infantry uniforms are to be changed again, changed back 
to the white, which we all were so anxious to keep, 
and for which petitions were presented, signed by over 
three-fourths (as I remember) of the Infantry officers 
before General Order 132 was issued. Every man of 
taste knew that the blue would not be so handsome—ev- 
eryone with experience knew it would fade. But now 
that all officers possessing proper pride in their profes- 
sion have complied with the order and have purchased 
the new uniform complete, to make another change, 
which will cost them between thirty-five and forty dol- 
lars at the very least, is simply putting an unnecessary 
burden of expense upon the Infantry officer, who is al- 
ready probably in debt for the costly changes he has had 
to make in this present year. The poor Infantryman! 
Ile has been changing the trimmings of his uniform ev- 
ery few years, ever since the War of the Rebellion 
ended—and now had hugged to his bosom the hope that 
the Secretary would approve no further changes because 
of the great expense the officers had been put to.”

ents of Officers, and 6, Maneuvers. ‘The articles on 
field artillery and explosives are particularly interesting 
and instructive, and well worth the most careful reading 


on the part of officers of the Army. Attention is called 
to the expensive experiments with field guns being made 
in Germany by the Krupp and Erhardt firms, part of 
these experiments being under the supervision of the “Ar- 
tillery Commission” of Gerniany. The “Miscellaneous 
Notes” in the volume are of great value. A chapter is 
devoted to the duration of military service in the vari- 
ous countries, another to the progress in aeronautics, 
and various chapters are given to the military forces of 
the smaller South American countries and principali- 
ties of Europe. 
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General Robert Shaw Oliver, Assistant Secretary ot 
War, is endeavoring to bring about a thorough under- 
standing between the War Department and the organized 
militia of the country, in accordance with the provisions 
of the Militia act. He has called upon the General Staff 
of the Army to formulate regulations clearly setting 
forth the duties of the organized militia in time of war, 
and will soon promulgate a circular containing full in- 
formation as to the keeping of money accounts by the 
militia and the methods they should take to collect pay- 
ment from the National Government for services 
in camp or during military maneuvers with the forces 
of the Regular Army. This week General Oliver has 
sent to the Governors of all the States a copy of a pro- 
posed State militia law he has drafted, which he sug- 
gests be enacted by the various States in order that there 
may be complete legislative harmony between the States 
and the Federal Government. It is simply a codification 
of the main features of the existing militia laws of the 
States in a pamphlet of fifty-eight pages. 








The departure of the North Atlantic Squadron for the 
Caribbean on Dec. 1, instead of Jan. 1, as originally 
planned, forecasts a long and arduous maneuver season. 
After all has been said against the spectacular feature of 
the summer maneuvers on the New England coast, the 
fact remains that the Navy hardly derives enough benefit 
{rom the war game with the Army to pay for the wear 
and tear on the battleships, which are often in danger 
of running aground in the shallow harbors with 
which that stretch of coast abounds. Secretary Moody 
has: yet to take up for final decision the participation 
of the entire Battleship Squadron in the summer war 
game. He has wondered if tugs and auxiliaries would 
not be as good targets for the coast defences’ blank 
charges as battleships. Meanwhile the best minds in 
the Navy realize that the drills and maneuvers whic 
most effect the efficiency of the fleet are those in West 
Indian waters.

It has been decided by the Athletic Association of the 
University of Pennsylvania to charge admission for part 
of the seats at the Army and Navy football game to be 
played on Franklin Field, Philadelphia, on Nov. 28.

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GENERAL CORBIN TO HIS ASSISTANTS, 
War Department, A.G.O., Washington, Oct. 23, 1903. 
To the Officers and Clerks of the Adjutant General's 


office : 

While it gives me peculiar satisfaction to go to the 
duties assigned me by the President, I cannot sever my 
long and pleasant associations here without feelings of 
deep regret, and I should be unmindful of what is due 
to you, if I did not, at this time, make of record my ap- 
preciation of your excellent work. Where all have done 
so well, it would not be just to make special mention. 

Coming to the duties of the Adjutant General just in 
time to meet the responsibilities incident to a foreign 
wer, I was fortunate in having the aid of the best as- 
sistants, and of a most competent and efficient clerical 
force. Particularly was this true of the chief clerk and 
of the chiefs of divisions. The work of mustering, or- 
ganizing and mobilizing nearly three hundred thousand 
troops completed in less than eight weeks, is a record 
without parallel. ‘Ghat a task of such magnitude was 
accomplished in so short a time is evidence that those 
who directed so well the multitude of details were ener- 
getic and efficient. Only those having experience can 
appreciate all that it meant; and this was only a small 
part of the work you were called upon to do. The work 
as a wholé was so well done that the commission to in- 
vestigate the conduct of the War Department during the 
War with Spain, and of which that able soldier, Gen. 
G. M. Dodge, was president, said of the office : 

“The Adjutant General was in his office almost the 
entire time, often spending the night there, and the 
greater part of force worked Sundays and holidays and 
at all hours when the emergency required it. There 
have been few complaints against this department. The 


records and testimony show that it has been in 
its work, and has added greatly to the efficiency the 
Army.” 


There is little glory ever given the man behind the 


’ desk, and yet, if his work is not well done, he cannot 


be efficient. The man behind the desk, in one sense, en- 
lists, pays, transports, mounts, arms, equips, feeds and 
provides surgical and medical treatment for the men 
behind the guns. That you, with the other staff depart- 
ments, did your full share in this great work of creating 
that Army that acquitted itself in the War with Spain 
with so much honor is now history. This work when 
once fully understood will be appreciated. 
With you, as with the Army, many of the 

are without special reward. Where there were so 

that did so well, and so few positions to be given, only 
a few of the many could receive well earned recognition. 
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Those receiving promotions had, without exception, given 
good account ot themselves, which is evidence that their 
efficiency records were well sustained. While such 
records are not infalible, they furnish the best possible 
guide for promotion: and, as you knuw, on these re 
ports all promotions have been based,—and I feel it de- 
serving ot mention that during the five years of my ser- 
vice at the head of the Adjutant General’s Department, 
no one has ever appealed from the ratings of their efti- 
ciency records, and but one has ever importuned me for 
promotion, It can be said in truth that much is due to 
the work and influence of the officers and clerks of this 
office, that the country is indebted for these enactmem, 
and others:

Increase of two battalions of engineers and band. 

Regimental adjutants, quartermasters and commissar- 
ies with rank of captain. 

Establishment of grades of battalion and squadron ad- 
jutants and quartermasters and commissaries. 

Establishment of the grade of veterinary surgeons with 
pay and allowance of 2d lieutenants mounted. 

Appointment of chaplains for each regiment of Cav- 
alry and Infantry and 12 for the Artillery Corps. 

Establishment of grades of battalion and squadron 
sergeants major, and quartermaster sergeant for each 
troop, company and battery. Provision for the enlistment 
of two color sergeants for each regiment of Cavalry and 
Infantry, and two cooks for each troop, company and bat- 
tery. 

Providing for a minimum and maximum strength of 
the Army as may be deemed expedient by the President, 
a provision which, had it existed at the beginning of the 
War with Spain would have resulted in great saving of 
life and money.

to 482. 

The rehabilitating of the plant of the Academy at 
West Point, the plans for which have been perfected to 
the entire satisfaction of all concerned. 

The organization of the various schools for the im- 
provement of officers and men; and an additional number 
of military instructors authorized for the schools and 
colleges of the country. 

All or nearly all of these measures had their origin 
in this office, and were presented with such good reasons 
that Congress readily made them laws. Every one fa- 
voied and worked for these wise and beneficent measures 
—measures which add untold strength to the nation, and 
gives assurances of an administration of the Army more 
efficient and harmonious than the country has ever 
known. ‘To have taken an important part in this work is 
in itself an honor and must forever be a satisfaction. 

The office has been exacting—your work has been hard 
—-hours excessive and pay moderate; yet all have been 
cheerful, loyal and faithful to a degree. More than one 
life has gone out by reason of excessive work.

Mrs. Nancy Davenport Sibley, widow of the late Gen. 
C. C. Sibley, U.S.A. (Colonel retired), died in Washing. 
ton, D.C., Oct. 19, in the 95th year of her age. Mrs. 
Sibley was born at Mackinac March 16, 1809, and was 
married there in the old Mission church, May 18, 183), 
to Lieut. C. C. Sibley, a graduate of the class of 1svy, 
Three sons, Henry H., Frank C., and Major Fred W. 
Sibley, llth Cav., and one daughter, Mary Gaines Nib- 
ley, wife of Gen. Chambers McKibbin, U.S.A., survive. 
Mrs. Sibley’s remains were taken to Chicago and buried 
by the side of her husband in Rose Hill cemetery. 

Mrs. Anna O. Jones, only sister of Mrs. H. H. Adams, 
wife of Col. H. H. Adams, U.S.A., died at Plattsburg, 
N.Y., recently. 

Col. Lawrence S. Babbitt, U.S.A., retired, who died at 
Dover, N.J., Uct. 15, of acute nephritis, after an illness 
of three years, was a veteran of the Civil War. He en- 
tered the U.S.M.A. as a cadet July 1, 1857, and was 
graduated as a second lieutenant and assigned to the 3d 
Artillery June 24, 1861, and was transferred to the 
Ordnance Department in October of the same year. Dur- 
ing his service he received three brevets, that of first 
lieutenant, for gallant and meritorious service at the 
battle of Bull Run, that of captain for faithful and meri- 
torious service in the Ordnance Department during the 
war, and that of major for gallant services in action 
against Indians at Clearwater, Idaho, July 11 and 12, 
1877. He reached the grade of colonel April 7, 1899, and 
was retired in 1903. Colonel Babbitt is survived by a 
widow, the daughter of the late Gen. Charles McDougall, 
U.S.A.,who served in the Seminole War; a son, Capt. 
E. B. Babbitt, Ordnante Department, U.S.A., and a 
twin sister, the wife of Gen. George H. Weeks, U.S.A., 
retired. The interment was in Arlington Cemetery, at 
Washington, Oct. 19. Colonel Babbitt was a son of Gen. 
E. B. Babbitt, U.S.A., a graduate of the Military Acade- 
my, who served in the Civil and Mexican Wars, a grand- 
son of Col. Lawrence Sprague, of the War of 1812, and 
great-grandson of Major E. B. Babbitt, who commanded 
Connecticut troops at the siege of Louisburg. There are 
only two other like instances of three successive genera- 
tions on the rolls of West Point, Grant and Casey. 

Capt. William B. Pease, U.S.A., retired, died suddenly 
Oct. 15, at Sanobar, Austria. He entered the Service 
early in the Civil War, as a private in the 15th Connecti- 
eut Volunters, and subsequently served in the 8th U.S. 
Colored Infantry as a lieutenant from which he resigned 
Sept. 18, 1865. He was appointed a first lieutenant in 
the Regular Army, and assigned to the 11th Infantry 
March 7, 1867, and was retired as a captain in the 9th 
Infantry for disability in the line of duty June 15, 1887. 

Samuel Menoher, father of Capt. Charles T. Menoher, 
U.S.A., and grandfather of Capt. George L. Byroade, U. 
S.A., retired, died at Johnstown, Pa., Oct. 8, at the age 
of 72 years. 

Under orders from Rear Admiral P. H. Cooper, U. 
S.N., dated from on board the U.S.S. Kearsarge at 
Yokohama, Japan, Sept. 28 last, the funeral ceremonies 
of the late Comdr. E. M. Hughes, U.S.N., took place at 
the U.S. Naval Hospital, Yokohama, at 1:30 o’clock p. 
in., Sept. 29. The funeral escort was in command of 
Comdr. A. P. Nazro, U.S.N. The escort was composed 
of the band, the marine guard and two companies of blue- 
jackets from the flagship Wisconsin, and one company 
of bluejackets from the Raleigh. All officers who could 
be spared from duty attended. The pall bearers were: 
Capt. Uriel Sebree, Med. Inspr. E. H. Green, Pay Inspr. 
M. C. McDonald, Lieut. Comdr. A. W. Dodd, Lieut. 
Comdr. G. W. McElroy, Lieut. Comdr. C. Hl. Harlow. 

Gen. Henry T. Noyes, who died at Rochester, N.Y., 
Oct. 16, served during the Civil War as adjutant of the 
148th New York Volunteers. He was promoted to be 
major of the same regiment. During the campaign of 
1864 he was inspector general of the 2d Division, 18th 
Army Corps, serving with the Army of the James, and 
afterwards with the Army of the Potomac. In 1890 he 
was elected to Congress by the Republican party. 

Mr. Charles McLean, son of Comdr. Thomas C. Mc- 
Lean, U.SN., died at Baltimore, Md., Oct. 15. 

Mr. Charles Allstone Stone, late lieutenant, U.S.N., 
died last week at his residence, 1821 M street, Wash- 
ington, at the age of fifty-six years. Mr. Stone has been 
ill for the past seven months, but it was only within the 
last few weeks that his case was seen to be hopeless. 
He was graduated from the Naval Academy in 1863, 
and was an expert mathematician, graduating very high 
on that account. For several years he has been in the 
employ of the Carnegie Steel Company, enjoying a large 
salary. His wife, who survives him, was Miss Lily 
Wood, daughter of the late Engineer-in-Chief of the 
Navy, W. W. W. Wood. One daughter, Mrs. M. LeRoy, 
also survives him. The remains were buried in Rock 
Creek cemetery, near the Soldiers’ Home, Washington. 

Paymaster Henry Clay Machette, U.S.N., retired, died 
on Oct. 15 at his home in Washington. He was retired 
from active service Aug. 1, 1896, for disabilities in- 
curred in the line of duty. He was a member of the 
Philadelphia Commandery of the Military Order of the 
Loyal Legion, and his funeral was attended by the mem- 
bers of the Commandery.

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MILITARY HOSPITALITY IN HAVANA.

Charles H. Hilton, jr., and Lieuts. Harry J. Watson, 
Granville Sevier, William McK.

How- 
ard S. Miller, William H. Menges, George L, Werten- 
baker and Joseph E. Myers. When coffee and cigars were 
served General Rodriguez, speaking in English, proposed 
the health of the President of the United States, to which 
all responded by rising and singing the “Star Spangled 
Banner.”

Pages 42 and 48: Strike out whenever they occur the 
words ‘“‘box spurs.”

Major General Wade in this order says: ‘“‘The numer- 
ous letters received from the War Department addressed 
to company and troop commanders relative to duplicate 
final statements, inventories of effects, and inquiries as 
to disposition made of the effects in cases of deceased 
officers and enlisted men, indicate imperfect knowledge 
of the requirements of Army Regulations governing such 
matters, or carelessness In their application. 

“With a view to securing promptness and accuracy 
commanding officers will assemble all the officers at 
their respective stations and posts and cause this order 
and paragraphs 93, 94, %, 96, 97, 98, 99, 175, 176, 177, 178, 179, 
190, as amended by G.O. No. 8, current series, A.G.O.; 
574 and 84, Army Regulations, 1901; the 125th, 126th and 
127th Articles of War, and paragraph III, Circular No. 
57, dated Nov. 1, 192%, these headquarters, to be read 
and explained, and will, until officers understand their 
duties, give personal attention to the preparation of 
popes in cases of death of any member of their com- 
mands.” 

The order then publishes the principal requirements, 
with additional instructions for troops serving in this 
Division. 

Among other instructions are the following: When 
notification of death in the case of an officer, enlisted 
man, or civilian employee of the Army, is sent to the 
neurest relative, it shall include the information that if 
it be desired, the remains will be shipped home at Gov- 
ernment expense upon application therefor by the near- 
est relative addressed to the Quartermastr General of 
th Army, Washington, D.C.; but if not claimed within 
six (6) weeks after their arrival at a port in the United 
States. the remains will be buried in a national cemetery 
and thereafter will not be disinterred and shipped home 
at public expense; also that inquiries concerning pay and 
effects of deceased offivers and soldiers should be ad- 
dressed to the Adjutant General of the Army, Washing- 
ton, D.C., and applications for arrears of pay and pro- 
ceeds of sale of effects of deceased soldiers should be 
addressed to the Auditor of the Treasury for the War 
Department, Washington, D.C., who settles such ac- 
counts. Under existing laws, the remains of persons 
dying from contagious diseases cannot be disinterred 
under ordinary circumstances until after a period of five 
years. If there are special reasons for hastening the 
disinterment, the law permits it to be done at the end of 
two years under certain conditions. 

Every grave must be carefully marked by a head 
hoard plainly marked with a number ana the name, rank, 
‘and organization of the deceased, and, in addition, a 
corked bottle containing a paper with statement of the 
soldier's name, rank, regiment and company, and date 
and cause of death will be placed in the coffin. The 
company or other commander will be ‘held responsible for 
the like marking of the graves of his men who die or are 
killed in the field; and in reporting the location and 
marking of graves, such location will be fixed by reter- 
ence to one or more permanent landmarks. When a 
soltier dies at a hospital, the surgeon in charge will be 
held respunsible for similar action and report. 

Post or station records will in all cases clearly show 
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the whereabouts of remains of all deceased officers, 
soldiers, or persons connected with the military servic.

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MANEUVERS AT ! 
Fort Riley, Kas., Uct. 18, 19%. 
Under a leaden sky and with rain pouring down in 
torrents the first of the troops forming the Maneuver 
Division made their appearance at Camp William Cary 
Sanger and pitched their tents. The last days of prepara. 
tion were on the rush order and everyone connected with 
the work was kept on the jump. Captain Baker, Chie; 
Q.M. of the Provisional Division; who went to West 
Point, Ky., to attend the maneuvers, returned here on 
the lith. Colonel McClernand, Chief of Staff, and Major 
Noyes, Adjutant General of the Division, arrived on Sat- 
urday, the departmental clerks following the first of the 
week, when eg oe were Officially established. 
The battalion of the 25th Infantry from Fort Reno, ©. 
T., and the squadron of the 4th Cavalry from Fort 
Leavenworth came in on the 12th, and they were a be- 
draggled looking lot of mortals. Soaked to the skin from 
the heavy rain that had commenced falling the night be. 
fore, and plentifully bespattered, or rather caked, with 
mud, they sought their appointed sites on the camp 
grounds and proceeded to pitch their tents and make 
themselves as comfortable as possible under the circum. 
stances. The 25th traveled by rail to Wichita where jr 
left the cars and marched to Fort Riley, while the Cay- 
alry marched the ecntire distance. Brig. Gen. Fred D. 
Grant, who commands the ist Brigade, composed of the 
2d Infantry, headquarters, band and ist Battalion, 12th 
Infantry, and the 2ist Infantry, arrived on the afternoon 
of the Wth and was received with the salute due his 
rank. He was accompanied by his personal staff. He 
assumed the command of the camp immediately upon his 
arrival, pending the arrival of Major Gen. John C. Bates, 
The rain came down in a steady downpour all the night 
of the 12th, and on the foJowing morning the weather 
conditions were by no means encouraging. They were 
distinctly depressing and caused one to wonder if it was 
to be a repetition of the preceding year. To get about 
was no small labor, while heavy transportation hac a 
time of it. Under these conditions the strength of 
the division was increased by the arrival of the 2d In- 
fantry from Fort Logan, Colo., and Fort D. A. Russell, 
Wyo. The 12th Infantry from Fort Douglass, Utah, also 
arrived and went into camp. Two battalions of the éth 
Infantry, marching from Fort Leavenworth, also put in 
an appearance, their last two days on the road having 
been particularly hard ones. A _ battalion of this regi- 
ment with headquarters and band came in by train after 
dark, but owing to the lateness of the hour, the troops 
passed the night in the cars. A battalion of the 25th In- 
fantry, from Fort Niobrara, was also treated in the same 
manner. A squadron of the 8th Cavalry and the 29th 
Field Battery from Fort Sill, O.T., arrived late in the 
afternoon of the same day. The Cavalry succeeded in 
establishing their camp before dark, but owing to an 
accident, the battery was compelled to resort to the cars 
for the night. The Fort Riley garrison, excepting one 
squadron of the 4th Cavalry and the 25th Field Battery, 
moved into camp. These organizations remained in the 
post to perform guard duty. As fast as organizations ar- 
rived their wants were attended to by the staff depart- 
ments. To supply the outfits with fresh bread, the post 
bakery is running on a twenty-four hour schedule, with 
a dozen men to each shift. There are three shifts. The 
bread is loaded into a wagon constructed for the purpose 
and is then conveyed about one hundred yards to a 
freight car fitted up with racks that will hold several 
thousand loaves. When the car is filled it is taken in 
charge by a switch engine and carried to the Pawnee 
Flats station, where the bread is distributed, once a day. 
The 14th was, if anything, more unpleasant than the 
two preceding days. On this day the last of the Reg- 
ulars arrived. The 10th Cavalry from Fort Robinson, and 
the 2lst Infantry from Fort Snelling, Minn., came in and 
made camp. Brig. Gen. Thomas H. Barry, U.S.A., who 
commands the 3d Brigade, comapooed of the Provisional 
Regiment of Infantry from Missouri, 24 Regiment of 
Infantry, Nebraska National Guard; and Provisional 
Regiment of Infantry, Texas National Guard, came in 
on the afternoon train, and was greeted with a salute 
of eleven guns. The headquarters camp also became 
xradually peopled with officers of the staff, visiting offi- 
cers and umpires. This part of the camp, as it now 
stands, is a small encampment by itself. Over three 
hundred tents are laid out in squares, sixteen tents to 
the square. The streets between are eight feet wie. 
This year an information bureau has been established 
under the direction of Ist Lieut. Charles S. Haight, 4th 
Cav. A diagram of the headquarters is kept at this 
bureau, with ail streets and tents numbered. An officia! 
is on duty there constantly to direct all seekers for any 
one quartered in the headquarters tents. Printed signs 
are well distributed, so that it is impossible for one to go 
astray. 
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THE FIRST TWO PROBLEMS. 


The program for Oct. 15 included regimental drills in 
the forenoon and the first problem, outposts by regiments 
in the afternoon. Owing to the weather conditions this 
plan had to be abandoned. It was about noon when these 
conditions underwent a decided change. The wind shifted 
to the northwest and came down across the camp with « 
chill that went to the very marrow; the rain also. ceased 
falling and the changing clouds gave evidence of different 
weather for the morrow. Before night the westward 
horizon was clear. and the sun went down in a perf ct 
cloud of glory. The cold wind rapidly dried up the mud 
and everyone took advantage of it to dry out their rain- 
soaked garments and equipments. Instructions from 
Division Headquarters announced that the problem would 
take place on the day following, with the regimenta! 
drill omitted. This maneuver, outposts by regiments. 
was more a matter of taking positions than anything 
else. The Blue force was composed of the 6th Infantry. 
which formed an outpost line on the hills between Three 
Mile Creek and Ogden, the right of the line extending 
towards Wilson’s ranch, and the left towards the cross- 
ing of the Fort Rilev-Ogden road; the 25th Infantry on 
Ogden Flats; the 2ist Infantry on high ground, extend- 
ing from Sheridan's Bluffs to Morris ill; the 2d In- 
fantry along the high ground east of the Governor 
Harvey road, facing west. A platoon of Artillery ws 
assigned to each regiment, the pieces coming from the 
6th and 19th Field Batteries. The Brown army was com- 
posed of the 4th, 8th and 10th Cavalry squadrons, and one 
battalion of the 12th Infantry. All the forces were in 
position by 9.30 o'clock, and the problem completed in 
time for the troops to return to camp before noon. But 
little firing was indulged in and that of a long range 
nature. 

Problem 2, formation of outposts, scheduled for the 17th. 
was in reality commenced on the I6th, in the afternoon. 
when the troops forming the Blue army, under the com- 
mand of Brig. Gen. Fred D. Grant, left Camp Sanger to 
go into bivouac at 2 selected place, on the private lands 
to the south of the reservation. This command ws 
composed of the 2d and 2ist Infantry, a battalion of the 
12th Infantry, two squadrons of the 8th Cavalry, a com- 
pany of the Ist Battalion of Engineers, with detachments 
of the Signal and Hospital Corps. The command was 
accompanied by a long wagon train, carrying rations and 
forage. The Brown army, in command of Brig. Gen 
Thomas H. Barry, remained in camp. The 6th and 2th 
Infantry, a battalion of the 12th Infantry, three com- 
panies of Engineers, the 10th Cavalry and two squadrons 
of the 4th Cavalry, comprised this force. Shortly after 
noon Major General Bates and his staff, accompanied by 
Colonel Raspapoff of the Russian Embassy, arrived at 
the Fori Riley station, where they were met by General 
Carr with an escort. A major general's salute was fired 
and General Bates assumed command of the division. 

On the following morning the troops composing tne 
Brown army, under command of General Barry, were on 
the move before sun-up. They crossed the Kaw on the 
pontoon bridge constructed the Engineers and pro- 

ed throws the valley to the high ground, which 
borders the 'w bottoms on the south. The Blues, who 
left camp on the day preceding, had marched to the 
junction of Smoky Hill river and Hays creek, where tt 
encamped for the night. This force represented an in- 
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van ~sita waaap body bel simulated. Camp 
was bru. ° “Sarly hE morning = j the advance moved 
py Clark’s;road to a point south-east of where it had 
encamped for the night. From this point, a line of out- 
posts wete established extending to Grant's ridge near 
Kramer’s ranch, on the extreme right and to Clark's 
creek on the extreme left. 

This movement was an extensive one, covering many 
miles of ground, of a most diversified nature, and it was 
nearly one o'clock before the outposts were established. 
The advance then commenced towards Grant's =a ~ 
which borders the valley of the Kaw on the south. he 
Browns had meanwhile crossed the Kaw valley and 
reached the high land by the old Mormon trail. It was 
nine o’clock before their outposts were established and 
patrols sent south and west to look for the enemy. It 
was about noon before General Bates had inspected the 
lines, after which the order for the commencement of 
the attack was given. The 6th and 29th Field Batteries 
with the Brown army posted about 3,500 yards to the 
rear, the former m the center of the line and the latter 
or. the extreme left, near Grant’s ridge, started the ball 
a rolling. Their fire was concentrated on the 19th and 
sth Batteries with the Blues, which were massed on 
Grant’s ridge, near the Mormon trail. The Artillery duel 
continued for some time, it evidently being the intention 
of the attacking force to silence the fire of the Brown 
batteries. Meanwhile the Blue Infantry with flankers 
well out continued to advance taking advantage of the 
excellent cover which the country afforded. Their attack 
was directed against what they thought was the center 
of the Brown's line. The Brown infantry, however, com- 
posed of the 6th and 2th Infantry and the Bngineers, 
had been thrown well to the left, on the supposition that 
such would be the movement on the part of the Blue 
army, and they were in such a sition that they could 
flank the attacking force when the movement was suffi- 
ciently developed. The 10th Cavalry was supporting the 
batteries and also acting as the reserve, in the angle of 
the line. When the attack had sufficiently developed, 
this regiment was sent forward, the attacking forces 
almost bate in contact in a cornfield. The opposing 
forces engaged in heavy firing within one hundred yards 
of each other. It was then that the order ‘‘cease ma- 
neuvering’’ was given. After an inspection of the posi- 
tions of both armies the troops were sent to camp. On 
Monday, Problem 3, Advance and Rear Guards, will be 
the order of the day. Col. Jacob Kline, 2ist Inf., will be 
in command of the Blues and Col. Joseph W. Duncan, 
6th Inf., in command of the Browns. 

All the State troops arrived to-day and pitched camp. 
Some of the Texas troops and those from Kansas ar- 
rived yesterday in advance of their respective regiments, 
to prepare for their arrival 

The board of officers which has charge of the depart- 
mental games which occur during the encampment is 
engaged in preparing for the events. In the championship 
games and the military events ali proper contestants will 
be excused from maneuver work on the 2list and the 22d, 
for on those days the preliminaries will occur. All but 
the best will be weeded out, in order that the finals, 
which will take place on the 29th, may be of an interest- 
ing character. The high hurdles, 120-yards, and the ob- 
stacle race for Infantry have been thrown out and an 
equipment race has been substituted for the Infantry 
and the Engineers. In the mounted hurdle race no jump 
will be over three feet. Owing to the comparatively 
short space of time the competing ball teams will not 
nave an opportunity to try each other's metal in a sat- 
isfactory manner. There are six teams entered in the 
contest: Forts Renc, Sill, Robinson, Niobrara, Leaven- 
worth and Riley. At one o'clock to-day Forts Sill and 
Niobrara will play at the Athletic Park, followed at three 
o'clock by a game between Forts Riley and Robinson. 
Forts Leavenworth and Reno drew byes in the drawing 
for opponents, and will play the winners of these games 
next Sunday for the championship flag.

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POLO IN THE PHILIPPINES. 
Camp Stotsenburg, Pampanga, P.I., Sept. 8, 1903. 

The first polo match between two opposing clubs in 
the Philippines was played at Camp Stotsenburg Sept.

The day was fine and the polo field was in good con- 
dition, Three periods were played, of ten minutes each.

This 
cost the Manila team one-half goal for fouling, which 
left the score at the end of the second period just even. 

On account of Captain Hunt's hand being hurt, Lieu- 
tenant Hobson was put in as a substitute. In the last 
period the ball was taken by quick and successive plays 
down near the Manila goal, but after a general mixu 
gradually was worked up into the center of the field, 
when General Allen got hold of it and added another gual 
ior his side. Time six and one-half minutes. In the re- 
maining part of the period the most notable thing was a 
play made by Lieutenant Hobson, who took the ball from 
the danger point in front of his goal and carried it half 
way down the field. Time was called and three hearty 
cheers were given for the Manila ¢lub.

WEST POINT. 
West Point, N.Y., Oct. 21, 1903. 

With the Harvard game in prospect the subject of foot- 
ball would naturally have been all engrossing during the 
past week. But interest in the game was doubled when 
the announcement was made on Thursday afternoon 
that the Army-Navy game would take place at Franklin 
Field on Nov. 28. The good news was learned by the 
cadets immediately after release from quarters, and 
shouts and cheers rent the air for some time thereafter. 

In anticipation of the large number of spectators ex- 
pected to attend the game with Harvard on Saturday 
the quartermaster had a force of men busily employed 
during the week in increasing the capacity of the grand- 
stand, which now consists of twenty-six sections; formerly 
there were sixteen. Football practice went on daily, 
football songs were sung whenever a spare moment could 
be found. But with all the preparations the weather 
was not taken into account, and in contrast with the 
brilliant sunshine and bracing air which marked the 
game last year, the conditions on Saturday were dismal 
indeed, from the incessant downpour. ith a water- 
soaked field and a slippery ball, the game lacked the 
snap and go of the contest last season, but West Point 
had reasons to be proud of her men. In a verv fair 
account of the work done by the two teams (and the daily 
press is never over partial to the cadet eleven), the 
New York Sun says: “Although Harvard carried the ball 
over the cadets’ goal line, the soldiers, if anything, 
gained more ground than the crimson at actual line 
plunging. West Point's tackling was fierce and sure... . 
It was the usual aggressive West Point defence, and the 
soldiers were more alert at falling on the ball.” 

After a hard tought struggle Harvard wrested one 
touchdown from West Point. This was made toward 
the close of the first half, and there was no further 
score. Score last year, Harvard 14, West Point 6. 

The band played manny of the old favorites and some of 
the new, the cadets cheered and sang alternately and 
there was a good representation of men,* women and 
children of every rank and station at the garrison, in 
addition to the throng of visitors who tarried, in many 
cases, only for the game. Mr. John Jacob Astor, jr., 
brought a party of friends to the post in his automobile. 
Miss Alice Roosevelt, it was said, was a member of this 
party. The spectators were estimated at from three to 
five thousand.

IS THE CAVALRY OBSOLETE? 

It is a singular fact that the last official recommenda- 
tion made by Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. Miles before he was 
retired from the active list of the Army has until now 
passed without comment from his brother officers of the 
Service. That recommendation was contained in a com- 
munication addressed, under date of Aug. 7, to the Sec- 
retary of War, and the substance of it was that five 
regiments of the Regular Cavalry force of the Army be 
abolished and replaced with a corps of five regiments 
thoroughly organized and constantly trained in the use 
of bicycles, motorcycles and automobiles. In his com- 
munication, an outline of which appeared in these col- 
umns on Sept. 5 








5, General Miles contends that the mar- 
velous development in modern arms—rifles, machine guns 
and quick-firing field-artillery—renders the Cavalry, as 
formerly used on the battlefield, obsolete. The present 
Cavalry force, he continues, is entirely out of proportion, 
useless and enormously expensive, and the millions of 
dollars required to maintain the five regiments which he 
proposes to abolish are needlessly expended. In the opin- 
ion of General Miles a corps of five regiments trained 
in the use of bicycles, motorcycles and automobiles 
“would be of more important, practical and direct bene- 
fit to the country in time of peace than all the rest of the 
Army, and in time of war it would be invaluable.” 

The silence, at once universal and suggestive, in which 
this curious recommendation has been received by mili- 
tary experts has been broken at last, however, and by a 
professional soldier—Major Gen. Wesley Merritt, U.S. 
A., retired—whose long and distinguished service as a 
Cavalry officer entitles him to speak with authority. He 
frankly admits that the Miles recommendation is “‘in- 
comprehensible.” Cavalry worthy of the name, he con- 
tinues, cannot be improvised, but requires long and in- 
telligent instruction, constant drilling and no end of hard 
work before it is fit for service, whereas volunteers, un- 
der competent instructors, who are always available, can 
be made into effective infantry in an incredibly short 
time. “I think I can fairly say,” General Merritt re- 
marks, “that in the opinion of nineteen-twentieths, if 
not of all military men, such a proposition as General 
Miles advances, if carried out, would be an act of extreme 
folly. Our Cavalry force as it is, is all too small; for 
never in all history has cavalry been such an important 
factor in warfare as at the present time; and I firmly 
believe it will become still more important in the mili- 
tary operations of the future.” 

General Merritt is amply sustained in his view as 
to the increasing importance of the Cavalry arm; nor 
is that view held exclusively by American military ex- 
perts. In his discussion of the Miles recommendation, 
which comes to us in advance sheets of the Journal of 
the Military Service Institution, General Merritt quotes 
an Army officer who writes from Europe as follows: 
“It is evident, from a lot of reading I have done, that 
there never was a time in the last seventy years when 
in Europe the importance of cavalry was greater. The 
ardent advocates of Boer tactics, the people urging 
changes of attack formations, and all that is due to the 
great power of the new rifle, have never for a moment 
suggested the reduction of cavalry by one man. On the 
contrary, read General de Négrier (of infantry origin), 
General Langlais (artillery), two of the senior and most 
brilliant generals in France to-day—also General Kess- 
ler—men who have fought in Africa, Mexico, and in 1870. 
Each has a lesson to teach as to modern arms, modern 
tactics and combat formation, and they do not always 
agree on the system, or the conclusions drawn from the 
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soor War, but all do agree in-urging more and better 
cavalry.” 

We do not believe that General. Miles’s low estimate 
of the value of cavalry in future military opera- 
tions is held by any other military officer of the 
same or relatively the same rank anywhere in the world. 
\ contrary view, so clearly expressed that it is worthy 
of careful attention, has recently been submitted by Gen. 
Lord Roberts, Commander-in-Chief of the British Mili- 
tary Forces, in a memorandum relating to the work of 
the British cavalry in the South African War. With 
the severe lessons of the Boer campaign still fresh in 
mind, Lord Roberts says: “It is apparent that the cav- 
alry, under these new conditions, becomes more than 
ever the arm which demands the highest training in both 
officers and men. It has many other duties to fulfil be- 
sides the charge.- It has always been the arm on which 
a commander in the field is dependent for the success of 
his operations, and to-day, armed with the rifle, its im- 
portance is far greater than heretofore. It is not only 
to a great extent the source of the information on which 
the commander bases his plans, but it prevents the enemy 
from gaining information; it makes surprise impossible, 
and it completes the victory. It is not too much to say 
that the fate of an engagement may rest on the good 
judgment and reports of a cavalry subaltern; and the 
issue of a campaign on the recognition and seizure of 
some strategic position by a cavalry brigadier.” 

That bicycles and motor vehicles are destined to play 
a large and increasing part in future military operations 
may be admitted. For transport, ambulance service, 
signal service and other important work in regions where 
the roads will permit their use, they may become a valu- 
able feature of military equipment, but the notion that 
they can be substituted for cavalry in actual operations 
of offense and defense is little short of grotesque. On 
this point the anonymous officer in Europe whom Gen- 





eral Merritt quotes, says: “I can answer very clearly . 


and without hesitation that automobiles, while consid- 
ered very useful at maneuvers, are chiefly a convenience 
and to a great extent a toy. No one in France or in 
Europe, as far as 1 know, whose opinion is of value, 
has even suggested that they can take the place in any 
possible way of cavalry or other mounted troops in war, 
excepting only for courier service, and then in a very 
limited way. This means that bicycles and motor-bicy- 
cles and tricycles are and will be used in war for mes- 
sages in France, where most all roads are good and very 
numerous: also for heavy transport.” Inasmuch as the 
use of motor vehicles for military purposes is still in the 
experimental stage, even in Europe, it is needless to in- 
ouire whether the maintenance and equipment of five 
regiments of automobiles and motorcycles would cost 
any less than the maintenance and equipment of five 
regiments of cavalry, though such an inquiry might 
prove interesting from the economic standpoint. But 
with regard to the larger question of cavalry, we have 
on one side General Miles, whose experience in move- 
ments engaging large bodies of troops was as an officer 
of infantry, declaring that the cavalry is useless, while 
on the other hand we have General Merritt, a scientifical- 
ly trained officer of forty years’ experience in the mount- 
ed service, and General Lord Roberts, one of England’s 
most accomplished soldiers, deeply impressed with the 
lessons of the South African campaign, both declaring 
‘hat the cavalry is more important than ever before. In 
view of this conflict of opinion it may well be asked: Is 
ihe cavalry obsolete? 
THE ALASKA BOUNDARY DECISION. 

Among those familiar with the merits of the con- 
troversy submitted to the Alaska Boundary Commission 
ihe judgment of that tribunal affirming the American 
contention on all points of real importance will cause 
10 surprise whatever. The American case was so un- 
assailably based on logic and principle and so completely 
sepported by precedent and tradition that the Govern- 
rent at Washington cheerfully consented to its consider- 
ition in the British capital by a tribunal so constituted 
that in order to obtain a favorable decree it was neces- 
ary to convinee at least one British representative of 
ihe soundness of the American view. In assenting te 
that arrangement the United States Government signified 
its unwavering confidence in the integrity, wisdom and 
independence of the British judiciary, and that confi- 
dence has been splendidly justified by results. The 
determining voice in the judgment of the com- 
mission was that of the Lord Chief Justice of 
England, with whose approval the pretensions of 
Canada are thrown out of court as untenable in all 
save as to the Portland Channel and one or two small 
adjacent islands of little or no value to anybody. All 
the rich gold-bearing territory, the discovery of which 
inspired the Canadian attempt to dispute a boundary 
line which had been universally recognized as correct 
for more than half a century—all that territory remains 
in possession of the United States where it rightfully 
belongs, and the Canadians will have to cross it to reach 
the sea. The commission was not called upon to arbi- 
trate anything. It was not required to draw a new 
boundary line or to negotiate a new treaty. Its sole 
function was to put into clear and unmistakable terms 
the meaning of an old treaty with a distinct understand- 
ing that its interpretation “shall be final and binding 
on all patties”—and that function has been performed 
fearlessly, honestly and in full-accord with the spirit and 
reason of international agreements. And as the decree 





will cause no surprise among those acquainted with the 
merits of the case, neither will it be received with ex- 
ultation except such as may properly acclaim the triumph 
ef right and justice. The American people asked noth- 
ing more, they expected nothing less. 

The childish refusal of the Canadian commissioners 
to join with Lord Chief Justice Alverstone in the de- 
cree affirming the American contention, and the reckless 
criticism to which the action of the Lord Chief Justice 
has been subjected in Canada, are matters with which 
the American Government is in no way concerned. But 
it is a lamentable and discreditable circumstance that 
the Canadians, beaten in a formal proceeding before an 
august tribunal to which they had freely assented, should 
vent their disappointment in terms which virtually as- 
sail the integrity of the foremost judicial officer of Eng- 
land, whose character and learning, as well as his 
loyalty to the British Empire, have never until now 
been clouded even by a shadow of suspicion. The resent- 
ment of the Canadians in their hour of defeat is natural, 
and to a certain extent excusable. As a people they 
have been grossly deceived as to the merits of the whole 
boundary question and taught to believe that they had 
territorial rights in Alaska from which they had been 
excluded by the United States. Sincerely believing this, 
as they undoubtedly did, their surprise at the repudia- 
tion of their whole contention is easily understood, but 
that their surprise should find expression in terms which 
impeach the integrity of the venerable English jurist 
whose voice determined the issue is a reproach to Can- 
adian manliness and Canadian intelligence. The fact 
is, as Prof. Goldwin Smith has already pointed out, 
that Lord Alverstone’s action, while obviously animated 
by a strict regard for the plain requirements of right 
and justice, has done more for the Canadians than they 
vould have done for themselves. It has permanently 
silenced a controversy of increasing bitterness which has 
more than once brought the Dominion and the United 
States to the very edge of open conflict; it has removed 
territorial uncertainties which have seriously retarded 
the development of Canadian interests in the far North- 
west, and in addition it has laid a foundation of pre- 
cedent upon which the two Governments can meet in a 
neighborly spirit for the adjustment of their still un- 
settled differences relating to the Great Lakes, the seal 
interests in Bering Sea and the fisheries on the north- 
eastern Atlantic. Canada has lost no territory in the 
settlement of the boundary question for the simple reason 
that within the disputed limits she had none to lose. 
Her real loss, and it is a grievous one, is in dignity, 
prestige and the reputation for the robust manliness 
which enables a justly beaten litigant to take his medi- 
cine without a grimace and step out of court gracefully. 
We commend to them the example of Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton, whose sportsmanlike acceptance of defeat has won 
for him the respect and good will of all Americans as 
well as of all Englishmen.

OUR INTERESTS IN THE ORIENT. 


War in the Far East between Russia and Japan will 
find the United States a neutral but an anxious spectator. 
The State Department’s announcement that the attitude 
of the Washington Government would be one of strict 
neutrality presupposes that Russia and Japan will ob- 
serve to the letter the treaty rights of this country in 
Manchuria and Korea. Infringements of these rights, 
it can be stated on the highest authority, will meet with 
a formal protest from the United States, and the failure 
to heed such a protest would necessarily be followed by 
action to insure the protection of American interests. 
While such a contingency seems unlikely, it is not the 
mission of the Navy to prepare for problematic dangers 
alone. That the Navy has not been insensible to the 
possibility that this country may be involved in the 
complication in the Far East is evident from the fact 
that plans for the protection of the Philippines and of 
the Manchurian ports of Antung and Mukden have been 
completed. The details of these plans are necessarily 
confidential, but it will not be going too far to say that 
should the Manchurian ports which are to be opened to 
us by treaty be closed as the result of a Russo-Japanese 
war, the plan is for Rear Admiral Evans's fleet to pro- 
ceed at once to these ports and take the necessary steps 
to obtain respect for our treaty rights. Owing to the 
absence of fortifications in the Philippines our plans 
contemplate a sea fight exclusively. They are based on 
the assumption that Great Britain will be drawn into 
the fight before ourselves because her greater interest 
in the Far East, as well as upon the equally safe as- 
sumption that England and this country will act in 
accord in the event of Far Eastern hostilities. 

Drafting of these war plans has called attention to the 
great necessity for immediate fortification of the Philip- 
pines. ‘The General Board, which has made a thorough 
study of the matter, has prepared a comprehensive plan 
for the fortification of the islands, and the precipitation of 
a crisis in Asiatic waters, almost on the eve of the con- 
vening of Congress, may operate to arouse the National 
legislature to the necessity of heeding the warning of 
officers like Admiral Dewey and Lieutenant General 
Miles as to the danger of allowing the Archipelago to go 
longer unfortified. In the opinion of Admiral Dewey 
and other members of the General Board the appropria- 
tion by the coming Congress of $5,000,000 would furnish 
an adequate fund to commence the defense plan pre- 
pared by the General Board and approved by the Joint 
Army and Navy Board. Although Secretary Moody 
is unwilling to announce any of his proposed recom- 





mendations to Congress, it may be stated that he has 
been urged to recommend an appropriation to be im- 
mediately available for starting the construction of de- 
fenses for Subig Bay and Manila. The Venezuelan 
troubles last year awakened Congress, and the result was 
the passage of the best naval bill in the history of the 
Service. It is to be hoped that the ominous outlook in 
the Orient may also open the eyes of the legislative 
branch of the Government to the necessity, of heeding 
the urgent recommendation of the officers of both arms 
+ ae Service, as to fortifying American Possessions in 
t t. 
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Shortly before the recent Army maneuvers st West 
Point, Ky., the Beacon, a weekly paper published there. 
contained an article anticipating the coming of the troops 
in which it said: “The American soldier is becoming 
better understood, his claim for recognition as a potent 
factor in the upbuilding of the nation is becoming more 
and more apparent. As he is better understood so will 
his worth be correspondingly appreciated. With the 
strenuous efforts of the Government to improve the per- 
sonnel of its Army, the time is not distant when the 
soldier's worth will be properly appreciated and his stand- 
ing in a community placed on a par with his fellow mor- 
tals, whose buttons are not made of brass.” ‘This article 
appears to have been meant as an invitation to the in- 
habitants of West Point to observe the conduct and ap- 
pearance of the troops soon to assemble there, and how 
well-deserved its praise of the soldiers was is shown 
in a letter recently addressed to Major Gen. John C. 
Bates, U.S.A., who directed the maneuvers by Mr. F. R. 
Lord, secretary of the West Point School Board. Mr. 
Lord says in part: ‘What we have seen of the division 
under your command during its three weeks’ stay in 
and around our little town, confirms all that the Beacon 
has said in favor of the men that compose the Army. 
As this editorial was written before the encampment 
was begun, the editor is to be congratulated on the cor- 
rectness of his opinions, for the behavior of the troops 
certainly has done great credit to the officers as well as 
to themselves, and it is a great pleasure to us to say 
so. Our schoo] children have been taught a lesson they 
could not otherwise have enjoyed.” It is gratifying to 
say that the expressions oi the West Point Beacon and 
of Mr. Lord are in entire accord with those of other ob- 
servers who have spoken with reference to the appear- 
ance and behavior of the troops engaged in the recent 
maneuvers, The conduct of the enlisted men, their man- 
ly bearing, their vigilant regard for the rights and 
comfort of civilians, their neatness, modesty and atten- 
tion to duty were remarked by visitors to the maneuver 
grounds with expressions of the heartiest admiration. 
And the impression which their deportment made upon 
the school children of the neighborhoo@«aust, as Mr. 
Lord suggests, have been particularly wholesome, afford- 
ing, as it did, an impressive object lesson in the funda- 
mental duties of obedience, order and intelligent self- 
respect. The result of the maneuvers in this respect am- 
ply justifies the frank declaration of General Bates that 
he is “personally very proud of the admirable behavior 
of the men.” 
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Considerable speculation has arisen among Navy oth- 
cers as to the position in the naval hierarchy to be as- 
signed to the expert who has been appointed to the im- 
portant office of exterminator of the blattid orthopterous 
insect commonly known as the cockroach. As this cock- 
roach exterminator deals with a poisonous gas, his duties 
would appear to be in a line with those of the Bureau of 
Ordnance. But what should be his rank, and what his 
uniform, are questions which will, no doubt, call tor grave 
consideration by the General Board. There is only one 
vacant place in our scheme of naval rank, that of vice 
admiral. As the pay the cockroach man will receive, if 
he operates yearly on every vessel in the Navy, will be 
between that of an admiral and rear admiral, or about 
that of vice admiral, perhaps that vacancy was 
had in view in his appointment. He can certainly slip 
into this place without disturbing any other otticer and it 
is expected that he will do more to promote the com- 
fort, and thus the efficjency, of the Navy than any vice 
admiral we ever had in time of peace. As he is to have 
jurisdiction over all of the vessels in the Navy, and is to 
give special attention to the comfort of officers and crew, 
his duties are akin to those of a flag officer and he is, 
like the commander-in-chief, supreme within his sphere. 
The question of the proper uniform for the cockroach 
destroyer is one too profound to be discussed in a para- 


graph. 
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An important board of naval officers, consisting of Civil 
Engineer Robert E. Peary, Surg. Henry G. Beyer and 
Lieut. Comdr. William BE. Sims, was appointed this week 
for the purpose of making an examination of the land 
barracks for naval recruits in England. The members 
of the board have been directed to proceed at once to 
London, England, and report to the United States naval 
attaché there, who has procured from the English Gov- 
ernment permission for them to visit and inspect all of 
the naval land barracks in England. Upon its return 
to this country the board will make its report to the 
Board on Land Barracks of which Captain Thomas is the 
president, which is now considering the general question 
of the establishment of land barracks for naval recruits 
in the United States. 
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COMMISSARY GENERAL’S REPORT. 


The annual report of Acting Commisary General W. 
L. Alexander, U.S.A., shows that the total amount avail- 
able for the Commissary Department during the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1903, was $13,726,788.80. Of this 
$2,641,954.59 was received from the sale of stores as 
follows: ‘To officers, $711,206.77 ; enlisted men, $1,239,- 
260.45 ; civilians, $195,201.45; auction, $26,446.19; quar- 
termaster’s department, $2,271; post exchange, $8U,- 
706.31; Indians, $43.13; Indian agents and employees, 
$3,350.97 ; meals on transports, $169,991.44; naval offi- 
cers and enlisted men, $8U,891.88; post bakery, $296.11; 
natives (Filipinos), $124,021.52; post laundry, $26.19; 
court officers (Alaska), $451.73; special sales, 
$1,613.97; U.S. Coast and Geodetic Survey, $1,287.06. 
The losses on subsistence stores were $381,715.40. 

A plea is made on behalf of the clerical force of the 
Department, which is insufficient and overworked, many 
clerks voluntarily doing night work, which is not good 
for them. At least five more clerks and a messenger are 
needed, the work being nearly three times what it was 
before the Spanish War. ‘Three thousand officers and 
men were subsisted at St. Louis during the dedicatory 
exercises. Speaking of the work of the Subsistence De- 
partment under Capt, H. J. Gallagher, during the Fort 
Riley maneuvers of 1902, General Bates in his report 
said: “The work of the Subsistence Department was 
well thought out, the necessary supplies reached the 
troops promptly, and they were generally satisfactory.” 
It is recommended that the work of the encampments 
should be conducted as far as practicable in conformity 
with the requirements of the Regular Army, so that 
in time of war, when the militia become a part of the 
United States forces, they will have a practical knowl- 
edge of papers, business methods, and requirements of 
the War Department, and will not have to make a study 
of such matters in the midst of a campaign, when inevi- 
table confusion would result. A systematic method is 
very essential and will greatly facilitate the work in the 
Commissary General's office. 

Owing to reductions of the Philippine garrisons large 
amounts of stores have been brought back from the is!l- 
ands, Though the baking-powders, malted milk and to- 
bacco were slightly detrioriated, the manufacturers and 
sellers exchanged them to protect their brands. This 
incident shows the importance of dealing with responsible 
firms. The passage of a bill by Congress to give au- 
thority to all officers intrusted with the disbursement of 
subsistence funds to hold restricted amounts of such 
funds in their personal possession is again urgently recom- 
mended. 

In the Philippines, after much difficulty and perplexity 
concerning perishable stores and the transportation prob- 
lem, subsistence affairs are now on a settled and sat- 
isfactory basis, and much of the credit for this fortunate 
state of affairs is due to the untiring etforts and ad- 
ministrative talent of Col. Henry G. Sharpe, the chief 
commissary of the Division of the Philippines. Many 
posts in the Philippines are without baking facilities and 
the Blodgett ovens supplied to others are most unsatis- 
factory. They should have permanent ovens. Practically 
all of the posts are being supplied with frozen beef, ex- 
cept the post of Borangon, Samar. To meet isolated con- 
ditions in the islands the list of sales stores has been 
largely increased and now includes 175 articles. 


REPORT OF GENERAL FUNSTON. 

By far the most striking feature of the annual report 
of Brig. Gen. Frederick Funston, U.S.A., commanding 
the Department of the Columbia, is his earnest recom- 
mendation of an increase in the pay of the enlisted men 
of the Army. He contends that the important questions 
affecting the efficiency of the Army are those relating to 
the personnel of the enlisted force. He says that re- 
cruits are obtained only with great difficulty, that there 
is a declining ratio of re-enlistments and that the num- 
ber of desertions and dishonorable discharges is dis- 
couragingly large. ‘To change these conditions and keep 
a desirable class of men in the Service, the General con- 
tinues, there should be a radical increase in the pay of 
the rank and file. He adds: “The Government cannot 
get something for nothing any more than a railroad com- 
pany or a manufacturing concern can. When there is 
considered the amount of work they are required to do, 
and the degree of intelligence necessary for the proper 
performance of their duties, the pay of the enlisted men 
of the Army is ridiculously small. The wonder is, not 
that so few men enlist, and that so small percentage of 
them re-enlist after three years, but that we obtain and 
keep so many reaiiy good men as we do. Since the pres- 
ent rates of pay for the Army were established the wages 
for both skilled and unskilled labor have made great ad- 
vances, having in some occupations doubled. If the 
pay of a private on his first enlistment were made to ap- 
prouch that of a farm laborer I am of the opinion that 
there would be a sufficient number of enlistments of a 
very superior class, young men from the farm, who are 
usually of good physique and have common school edu- 
eation, und are not so much addicted to intemperate 
habits as men recruited in the cities. If there were pro- 
portionate increase of pay for length of service, and a 
much higher rate of pay for non-commissioned officers, 
many of these men would remain in the Service. Con- 
sidering present rates of wages it is believed that the pay 
should be increased on the following basis: Privates 
on first enlistment, $18; corporals, $30; sergeants, $45, 
and first sergeants, $60 per month, with increase for 
length of service. If men are not worth these rates of 
pay, they are not worth anything.” 

The present Army ration General Funston regards as 
wholesome in quality and sufficient in quantity, but some- 
what monotonous. Since the prohibition of the sale of 
beer in the post exchange the company, troop and bat- 
tery funds have fallen very low and have been kept up 
by the men contributing from their pay in order to help 
out the ration by the purchase of articles not issued, as 
milk, eggs, fruit, etc. This, in General Funston’s opin- 
ion, is unjust and a cause of discontent. To meet this 
situation he suggests an allowance of $1 per month for 
each man from public money. He recommends that there 
be a special ration for inmates of the guard house, on the 
ground that the present rations are too good for such 
men. He also recommends that the reward for captur- 
ing and delivering deserters be increased to $100. In 
his opinion, the present clothing allowance should be 
abolished and clothing issued to men whenever their im- 
mediate commander deems it necessary. He also favors 





giving a cheap civilian suit to a man dishonorably dis- 
charged, and recommends that persons outside of the 
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Regular Army and militia be prohibited from wearing

ing of officers’ uniform, General Funston says it 
is difficult to sit down in comfort while one is eaaning 
the trousers straps, .ud that the spurs are an unmiti- 
gated nuisance. He favors the abolition of the 
chapeau and epaulets for general officers, and holds that 
the blue facings of the Infantry uniform are a failure 
for the reason that they fade so rapidly. He recom- 
mends the purchase of a tract of 30,000 acres of land at 
American Lake, near Tacoma, for maneuver purposes, 
and estimates that it can be obtained for $300,000. 
" As a result of his recent inspection tour in Alaska 
General Funston recommends that a different station be 
found for the troops at Valdez, because a mountain 2,000 
feet high lies just south of the post and shuts off the 
sun for ua great portion of the day, and sunlight is an 
important thing in Alaska. At Fort Egbert, which is 
near the arctic cirele, he found that the officers had u 
garden in which they raised their own vegetables. At 
four of the posts on the military telegraph line the entire 
available force is needed to maintain the line. He rec- 
ommends that Fort Davis, near Nome, be abandoned and 
says that military authority is not needed, as the people 
of the community, numbering about 10,000, are not tur- 
bulent and most of them in case of necessity could be 
called upon to support the federal civil authorities. 

“There are nu natives in Alaska,” says General Funs- 
ton, “who require observation by troops. The relatiuns 
between natives and white men are everywhere friendly, 
and there is no reason why they should not remain so. 
The natives, both Indians and Esquimos, are quite docile 
and not much addicted to crimes of violence. Such as 
they do commit are adequately dealt with by the civil 
authorities. The fact that there are no tribal organiza- 
tions and uo powerful chiefs would make extensive up- 
risings quite impossible, even if there were a motive, 
which there is not.” 

The scheme of instruction for officers’ schools at the 
various posts in the Department was carried out at al 
posts except Fort Liscum, Alaska, where the school had 
to be abandoned after December, 1902, owing to unusual! 
conditions which required most of the officers to absent 
themselves for duty on the military telegraph line. Ka- 
vorable progress has been made in small arms practice 
under the new firing regulations, which are re- 
garded as better than the old ones, but regret 
is expressed that no provision is made for fir- 
ing with a rest. “The encouragement offered to 
superior marksmanship by the increased pay,” says Gen- 
eral Funston, “is an excellent step in the right direction, 
but the standard is too high and should be lowered. At 
present nearly all men are discouraged from the hope of 
reaching it. So far, no soldier in this Department has 
succeeded in making scores to entitle him to the extra 
pay as expert rifleman. Sharpshooters should have some 
conspicuous insignia on the service and field uniform. 
The metal crosses are never worn by men in the field. 
Often it is highly desirabie for an officer to be able to 
select at a glance a few sharpshooters from a command 
with which he may not be personally familiar.” 

The health of the command was excellent throughout 
the year, there having been no epidemic or infectious dis- 
eases and only a few cases of typhoid fever. There were 
only fifteen deaths from all causes in the Department dur- 
ing the year.

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NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


Major George K. Hunter, 6th U.S. Cay., whose charges 
of cruelty against Capt. R. L. Howze, 6th U.S. Cav.., 
major Porto Rico Provisional Regiment of Infantry, have 
been under investigation by a court of inquiry in Manila, 
has submitted to the court the following letter. “Head- 
quarters of the Army, Washington, June 16, 1903, Ma- 
jor George K. Hunter, 15th Cavalry, Manila, P.I. My 
Dear Major: I send you some clippings from different 
papers. I know nothing in regard to the matter except 
what I see in the papers. I have not been consulted in 
the matter in any way. If you are to be tried, or your 
action questioned, of course you will have all the rights 
of a defendant. I am responsible for directing you to 
make the investigation upon which your report was 
based. I know nothing of any prejudice or feeling in the 
matjer, and such does not enter into the case, to my 
knowledge. The question is: Was a crime committed 
at a certain place at a certain time? So far as I have 
been able to see, your action was impartial and prompted 
by a proper sense of duty as an officer. I have no reason 
to impeach the credibility of the people of the Philip- 
pine Islands, or to believe that they have not told the 
truth. It is insulting to one’s intelligence to expect it 
to be believed that they have imagined or made up these 
stories of having been terrribly scourged and that some 
of their number have been whipped to death. Very sin- 
cerely. yours, Nelson A. Miles.” 

The following expressions regarding temperance in the 
Army are from the Manila Sunday Sun: “It is estimated 
that crimes and disorders among Philippine soldiers have 
doubled since liquor was excluded from a radius of two 
miles of reservations. Of course it is still sold in viola- 
tien of the law, and liquor of the vilest sort, calculated 
to make a soldier rob his own knapsack.” 

A correspondent writing from Iligan, Island of Min- 
danao, says: “The military road into the Moro coun- 
try is finished at last and the results of the labor and 
patience of officers and men among the Moros are be- 
coming visible. Recent official reports from Major Bul- 
lard, who has done, with the 28th Infantry, most of the 
work in opening the road and who has had charge of re- 
lations with Moros since the beginning of the work, nearly 
a year ago, show a very satisfactory condition of affairs 
and a wonderful influence gained over the Moros. Gen- 
eral Wood will have little difficulty in starting his civil 
government among the Moros of the Lanao region. They 
have been well prepared. Three thousand of them have 
worked in the past ten months under Major Bullard 
along-side of American soldiers, and have learned many 
of the white man’s ways, and taken to some of the white 
man’s customs. The effect upon the Moros of this con- 
tact with Americans is pointed out by Major’ Bullard in 
the recent surrenders by dattos of stolen property and 
criminals when called upon to do so by the Major; their 
surrender of stolen horses and stolen arms, their fre- 
quent requests made upon Major Bullard to arbitrate 
Moro differences, their readiness to give information 
against the bad men among themselves, their marked eag- 
erness to have the few hostiles come to terms with the 
Americans, and generally their submission to the dictum 
of the Americans in all their affairs. The Sultan of 
Detse-on has cut off his drunken son from the succession 
to the sultanate, because the son made abusive use of the 
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American flag. But the most noteworthy and 

thing of all is reported by Major Bullard to wee oe 
ning over to the Americans of the Mohammedan high 
priests, Noskalim and Hadji-Nor-Mohamud, who have 
declared it to their people as the word of God and the 
Prophet that the Moros be friends with the Americans 
The effect of this in favor of peace and American infiy. 
ence among the Lanao Moros will be greater than 
many battles. It is a remarkable fact that this action 
of the Mohammedan priests is due much to the liberal, 
broadminded efforts of Chaplain C. C. Bateman, 28th 
Infantry.” 

Of a recent departure from the Philippines, the Manila 
American speaks as follows: “Major Daniel H. Bough- 
ton, 2d U.S. Cav., is another member of the ‘Old Guard’ 
who will return to the homeland via Suez on the Sumner, 
after three years of hard service in these islands. He 
was provost marshal of Batangas during the strenuoys 
campaign against Malvar under General Bell, and jn 
that capacity he demonstrated his knowledge of native 
character and ability to cope with the trying conditions 
by the salutary results secured throughout the affected 
districts. He cleared the disaffected element up so clean 
that a searchlight would not find a war traitor in Ba- 
tangas whom the Major had not down on his list. Ile 
was appointed custodian for the Batangas rice fund and 
has just closed out his stewardship and has been highly 
commended for the effective manner in which he handled 
this difficult task.” 

Advices from Manila to the Bureau of Insular Affairs 
of the War Department state that as a result of the St. 
Louis Exposition board in Manila sending throughout the 
islands hundreds of thousands of pamphlets in English, 
Spanish and the native tongue, 34,000 exhibits have been 
promised. The Spanish Consul General, the English 
Consul General and the French and German consuls have 
promised support in getting collective exhibitions of their 
countrymen in the Philippine display. The exposition 
board also has been notified by the Secretary of the Phil- 
ippine Commission that the next appropriation bill of the 
commission will include $10,000 to defray the expenses 
of two companies of constabulary and the constabulary 
band to St. Louis. 

Some concern has been caused in shipping circles in 
Manila by the plan to place the inter-island traffic of the 
Philippines under the United States coastwise trading 
laws on July 1, 1904. Nearly all the inter-island trade 
is now carried on in foreign vessels manned by English. 
Spanish, Chinese and German sailors, and 90 per cent of 
the exports to the States is said to be shipped in British 
craft. Of 50 steam trading vessels clearing at Manila 
in August, 33 were British and only one was American. 
To enforce the coastwise navigation laws might for a 
time cause a withdrawal of at least 90 per cent. of the 
commercial transportation facilities between the archi- 
pelago and the States, etc.

RECORD AND PENSION OFFICE. 


The Chief of the Record and Pension Office, Brig. Gen. 
F. C. Ainsworth, U.S.A., reports that at the end of the 
fiscal year 141,460 cases had been disposed of and none 
were on hand, 92 per cent. of the cases having been dis- 
posed of within twenty-four hours from the time they 
reached the office. In addition 12,357 informal calls for 
information were answered. I¢ is proposed to publish a 
complete list or roster of officers and men who served in 
the Northern and Southern armies during the Civil 
War, Congress having authorized their compilation. The 
index-record now contains 52,176,592 cards. It is be- 
lieved that the historical records and rosters of the arm- 
ies, not only of the Revolution and the War of 1812, bur 
of all the wars in which the country has heen engaged 
preceding the Civil War, including Indian Wars, should 
be published, and that this publication should be under 
the auspices of the War Department. 

Objection is made to the action of Congress in under- 
taking to nullify the proceedings, findings or sentences 
of courts-martial. to revoke executed orders of dismissal 
or dishonorable discharge, to remove charges of desertion 
or to substitute honorable for dishonorable discharges. 

It is suggested that there is a direct way of doing the 
same thing, and tuat is by so wording the legislation as 
to confer on the officer or enlisted man the benefits of the 
pension or other laws as though he had not been dis- 
missed, had not been dishonorably discharged, or had 
not deserted.

A GREAT TASK FINISHED. 


The formal opening of the Iligan-Lake Lanao Military 
road in the Philippines on July 23 last was an event 
of great importance to military and civil interests in 
the island of Mindanao. Building the road was a great 
task, and its completion is due entirely to the work and 


energy of our Army. The road, which is some twelve 
miles in length, runs from Marahui on the northern 
part of Lake Lanao, to Iligan Bay, Mindanao Sea. he 
following official communication, issued on the day the 
road was opened, explains itself :

Sir: A practical road for wagons from the sea coast 
to Marahui is now an accomplished fact, and the troops.

Your Battalion, and the other 
troops you have commanded, have hehaved admirably, 
and my thanks are tendered them all, officers and men. 
It was a military necessity that this road be made, s0 
that the sovereignty of the United States could be ex- 
ercised in this center of savage power.

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DESIGNS FOR 13,000 TON BATTLESHIPS. 

We have received copies of three reports from the 
Board on Construction on the subject of the designs for 
the two 13,000-ton battleships, Idaho and Mississippi. 


he first of these is the report of the majority of the 
Board, the Chiefs of the bureaus of Ordnance, Admiral 
O'Neill; of Construction and Repair, Admiral Bowles ; 
and the Bureau of Steam Engineeri Admiral Rae. 
This report, which has been approved by the Secretary 


of the Navy, follows : 
October 9, 1908. 


Sir: 
1 In compliance with the Department’s endorsement 
transmi' 


No. 8557-37 of September 26, 1908, mitting letters from 
nine officers of the Navy whose views were invited by the 
Department with respect to the design of the two 13,000- 
ton battleships authorized by the act of March 3, 1908, 
the Board has the honor to inform the Department that 
it has carefully considered the letters referred to, which 
are returned herewith. 

» The Board does not consider it necessary to com- 
ment upon the individual opinions expressed in the ac- 
-ompanying letters, 

3. While it is interesting to obtain the views of the 
service upon the desirable qualities for naval vessels, and 
while it is always the earnest endeavor of this Board to 
meet these views so far as practicable in the d 
which are prepared, it is nevertheless difficult to obtain 
individual opinions on specific points of design which will 
lead to a satisfactory determination of any vexed ques- 
tion. The officers consulted necessarily cannot have the 
matter set before them in all its bearings, with full data, 
plans and the evidence necessary to arrive at a satis- 
factory conclusion, and the exact question at issue is 
liable to become secondary to particular opinions of the 
writer on what battleships in general should be. 

4. The act of Congress of March 3, 1901, required the 
Department to report to Congress a full description of 
the designs of battleships and armored cruisers which 
it would recommend for adoption, and this Board sub- 
mitted a report on that matter dated November 26, 1901, 
which was adopted by the Department and forwarded 
to Congress, resulting in the authorization of the two 
16,000-ton battleships Connecticut and Louisiana, of 18 
knots speed, and the two 14,500-ton armored cruisers Ten- 
nessee and Washington, of 22 knots speed, on July 1, 
192, and which are now under construction. In the same 
act authorizing the two 13,000-ton battleships, now under 
consideration, Congress appropriated for three first- 
class battleships of 16,000 tons trial displacement, which 
have already been contracted for, on designs almost the 
same as their predecessors, also of 18 knots trial speed, 
and named the Vermont, Kansas and Minnesota. 

5. The Board is still strongly and unanimously of the 
opinion that an actually first-class battleship should 
have a speed of 18 knots, and in the recommendations 
heretofore made or herein expressed does not intend to 
convey that the design of the 13,000-ton battleships rep- 
resents its opinion of what first-class battleships should 
be, nor what the United States Navy should have. 

6. The — has, however, presented itself of pre- 
paring a design to meet the conditions of the law as ex- 
pressed in the act of Congress of March 3, 1903, in the 
following words: 

© om two first-class battleships, carrying tne 
heaviest armor and most powerful ordnance for vessels 
if their class, upon a trial displacement of not more than 
thirteen thousand tons, and to have the-highest practica- 
ble speed and great radius of action, and to cost, ex- 
clusive of armor and armament, not exceeding three 
million five hundred thousand dollars each.” 

7. The language is precisely the same as is employed 
in the preceding lines of the same act in appropriating 
for the Vermont class, except as to the displacement and 
the cost. 

x. Therefore, with embarrassment of an inadequate dis- 
placement and limit of cost, it has been necessary to 
arrive at a conscientious expression of opinion on the 
part of the Board as to what features would produce the 
maximum battle power on a limit of 13,000 tons displace- 
ment. 

® ‘The Board had under consideration sketch designs 
of various types combining the different important fea- 
tures of armament, armor, speed and coal endurance in 
varying degrees and has carefully weighed designs of 
vessels for 17 knots, 18 knots and 20 knots trial speed. 

0. Those of the highest speed were necessarily re- 
jected as being armored cruisers in effect and therefore 
not authorized by the law. 

ll. The question therefore became a choice between 
. reproduction of the new Maine, which is practically of 
13,000-tons trial displacement and 18 knots trial speed, 
with such changes in armor and armament as the same 
imount of weight somewhat differently distributed would, 
in those respects. bring the design somewhat more up 
to date, and a design at 17 knots speed with much greater 
battery power, better armor protection and superior coal 
endurance. 

12. The. investigations of the Board have shown that 
the additional knot speed is obtained only by the addition 
of 60 per cent. to the engine power of the 17 knot vessel 
ind a corresponding increase of machinery and_ boilers, 
which inerease actually amounts to 570 tons. With this 
weight available for armor and armament it is possible 
to give the 17 knot vessel a weight of battery and am 
munition 27 per cent. in excess of that given to the 18 
knot vessel, and to vastly improve the protection and 
efficiency of the battery by mounting more and heavier 
guns in turrets; thus the 18 knot vessel would have four 
12-inch guns in two turrets, eight 8-inch guns in four 
turrets, and ten 7-inch guns in the central battery. 

18. Considering that speed is an element of power which 
does not always remain invariable with a ship, but is 
lependent upon the vessel’s condition. and age, and that 
the elements of battery and defensive armor are fixed 
and definite in the battle power they represent, the Board 
coneluded, with due regard to the fact that the Navy 
i\lready has nine battleships of 17 knots speed and less, 
that the price to be paid in fighting power for one knot 
speed was too great, and therefore decided to recom- 
mend the 17 knot design for the vessels authorized by 
this act. To this view the Board respectfully adheres. 

14. In view of the fact that lower speed renders vessels 
less able to avoid the attack of the torpedo, the Board 
recommends that the design of the 13,000-ton battleships, 
as outlined in its report of June 10, 193, and approved by 
the Department on the same date, be amended by the 

idition of two broadside submerged torpedo tubes, the 
reduetion in the battery of two 7-inch guns, and the in- 
crease of the main armor belt to a uniform thickness of 
nine inches instead of tapering from nine to seven inches.

KEJOINDER OF THE BOARD TO THE MINORITY REPORT. 
The opinions of Admiral Bradford, Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Equipment, as shown in his minority report, are 
sufficiently shown in the rejo.nder of the majority of the 
board, which follows. They have also been set forth at 


length in previous publications in our columns: 


1. The majority desires to point out that the state- 
ments made by the dissenting member, in paragraph 3, 
that “the design first submitted for the Idaho and Mis- 


was 16 1-2 knots speed; also that this speed has 
now m increased, on paper, one-half knot without 
change in the form of hull or increase of power, although 
it is stated that to increase it one knot more involves 
an additional weight of 570 tons,” is absolutely unjustified 
by the facts in the case. The Chief Constructor in in- 
troducing on May 27 five designs for the consideration of 
the board, accompanied them with a written memor- 
andum which stated in regard to the No. 1 scheme, since 
adopted by the board, that “the speed will be reduced 
from 18 knots to 16 1-2 or ssibly 17 knots, ooueeens 
upon obtaining a more efficient model than the pre- 
liminary one tested for the purpose of this sketch de- 
sign.” Subsequent to that time, a great number of 
models have been made and tested, and the one finally 
adopted provides for a speed of 17 knots for the power 
criginally specified. The board has been informed of 
these facts by the Chief Constructor. 

2. The dissenting member, in paragraph 8, states “the 
Idaho class would still be useless in a moderate seaway, 
owing to low freeboard.’"” The board considers this 
statement as entirely unjustified by the facts or by any 
experience whatever, and calls attention to the fact that 
the freeboard of the Idaho forward is the same as that 
of the Virginia class, and 6 inches less than that of the 
Maine. The forwaré 12-inch guns and the eight 8-inch 
guns in turrets are carried at a height of 26 feet above 
the waterline, 6 inches higher than the corresponding 
guns on the Virginia, and 6 inches lower than the forward 
12-inch guns upon the Maine. The after 12-inch guns in 
turrets are carried 17 feet 6 inches above the waterline, 
two feet less than those on the Maine. The 7-inch guns 
of the main deck battery are carried 14 feet 9 inches above 
the waterline, the same as the Virginia. 

3. The majority of the board is of the opinion that in a 
seaway the Idaho will have superior fighting ability to 
the Maine. 

4. The dissenting member states, in paragraph 9, that 
“the Maine class has not ony 18 knots speed, but higher 
gun positions than any of the battleships thus far de- 
signed.’"’ The majority of the board desires to state that 
the Maine, as originally designed, carried her various 
guns about 6 inches higher than corresponding guns in 
other battleships. but in actual construction the Maine 
has proved to be 6 inches over the original designed draft 
and has thereby lost this slight advantage. 

5. The chief potas at issue between the board and the 
——. member is the question of the maxium speed, 
on trial displacement, of the 13,000-ton battleshi under 
consideration. In its report herewith the board has set 
forth its views concerning this matter, with the reasons 
therefor. As much stress is laid upon the importance of 
homogeneity of the vessels of a fleet, especially in the 
matter of speed, and while such an element is without 
doubt of great importance and much to be desired, it 
should be remembered that speed is the most fluctuating 
quality a vessel possesses, being largely a matter of con- 
dition, depending upon draft, trim, condition of the 
vessel’s bottom, condition of her boilers, quality of coal, 
and the efficiency of the engine and fire room forces. 
Therefore, in vessels of exactly the same class, there 
will always be a very appreciable difference in speed, de- 
pending upon their respective condition. 

6. It is argued by the dissenting member that “There 
is no reason to suppose that a reduction in speed, from 
whatever cause, will not be relatively the same for all 
ships,”’ but the answer to this is, that the causes which 
cperate to reduce the speed of vessels are not common 
to all vessels at the same time. The case of the Oregon 
and Indiana during the Spanish-American War illustrates 
in a forcible manrer what may happen to vessels of 
similiar type, built at the same time; the Oregon being 
several knots faster than the Indiana at the battle off 
Santiago de Cuba. due to the difference in condition of 
tne boilers and bottoms of the respective vessels. 

i. These arguments are not intended to show that high 
speed is not desirable, but are intended to show that 
homogeneity of speed, at the higher rates of speed, is a 
condition exceedingly difficult, if not impracticable, of 
fulfillment. Armor and armament remain constant, and 
homogeneity with respect to them will not change, where- 
as homogeneity with respect to speed can only be ex- 
pected at moderate rates of speed, never at the maximum 
speed for which the vessels were designed. 

8. Aside from the question of speed, however, the board 
differs from the dissenting member as to the caliber of 
the guns forming the intermediate battery and _ the 
method of wv ey | them. The board recommends a 
mixed intermediate battery of eight 8-inch and eight 7- 
inch, the 8-inch being mounted in pairs in four turrets, 
and the 7-inch in broadside, whereas the dissenting mem- 
ber recommends fourteen 7-in guns in broadside. In 
this connection, it is of interest to note, and quite pertin- 
ent to the present question, that when the designs of the 
five battleships of the Virginia class were under con- 
sideration a question arose, on which the board divided, 
as to the use of superposed turrets. The matter was re- 
ferred to a special board of thirteen officers, among whom 
were the five members then forming the Board on Con- 
struction, the dissenting member in the present case be- 
ing a member of that board. The = naturally in- 
volved the relative value of 6, 7 and 8-inch guns for the 
intermediate battery. The present dissenting member in- 
sisted that the 8-inch gun must retained and used 
every argument at his command in favor of its retention, 
and in the plans of those ships, as finally adopted, each 
carried eight 8-inch guns as part of *her intermediate 
battery. More recently the case came up again, when 
the Board on Construction was called upon to prepare 
plans and specifications for seagoing battleships to be 
submitted to Congress in December, 1901, which resulted 
in the 16,000-ton vessels of the Louisiana class. In this 
case the board recommended a design having twenty 7- 
inch guns for the intermediate battery, while the min- 
ority favored a vessel carrying twelve 8-inch guns in six 
turrets, two of which were to be superposed on the 12- 
inch turrets, and twelve 6-inch guns in casemates, The 
present dissenting member on this occasion used every 
argument at his command on that occasion to discredit 
the 7-inch intermediate battery, which he now favors 
for the vessels of the Idaho class, insisting that 8-inch 
guns shuuld be retained. The following language is 
quoted from his statement of July 19, 1901: “It became 
evident, however, that the board strongly favored the 
8-inch gun and would not submit to a reduction in cali- 
ber.” Again: “Even should the 7-inch gun fulfill the 
expectations of the Bureau of Ordnance, it cannot re- 
place both the 8-inch and the 6-inch guns. Its shell will 
lack the penetrative and destructive effect of the 8-inch 
shell, and it will fail to produce the smothering effect of 
the very rapid fire of the 6-inch gun.” Again: “For 
certain reasons in connection with the present quality 
and method of distribution of armor, it is conceded by all 
to be very desirable to restore 8-inch guns to battleships."’ 
And still again: “What the minority does claim is that 
the latest type of 8-inch gun, with its improved mount, 
sights. turrets, turret moving mechanism, etc., should 
be used in the new battleships, in preference to a newly 
designed and untried 7-inch gun of less power." In fact 
the present dissenting member utterly repudiated the 7- 
inch gun for the intermediate battery which he now 
recommends for the Idaho. 

9. In connection with the controversy as to the bat- 
teries of the battleships of the Louisiana class, the De- 
partment invited comments and criticisms from some 
eighty or more officers of the Navy. While these replies 
indicated that about one-half the officers interrogated 
were in favor of and one-half were opposed to super- 
posed turrets, there was a consensus of opinion in favor 
of retaining &-inch ns, and the Board on Construction 
finally agreed unanimously as to the batteries of the 
battleships of the Louisiana class, five of which are now 
building, and on November 26, 1901, addressed a letter 
to the Department concernin the characteristics of 
battleships containing the following language: ‘The 
question as to what should be the caliber of the guns 
of the intermediate battery of battleships is one with 
regard to which there is considerable difference of 
opinion, some good authorities preferring a uniform 
battery of 6-inch R.F. ns and others a mixed battery 
of 6 and 8-inch, while others prefer 8-inch only.” 

“The board having given careful consideration to this 
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important question in all its aspects, and ha’ before 
it the opinion of upwards of Pighty ig of 
prominence, on this subject, it is of the o 
combination of 8-inch and of 7-inch rapid 
best suited for the intermediate battery of tle- 
ships under consideration. The use of heavier armor of 
improved quality over a large area of the latest types of 
foreign vessels renders the use of in of great ra 
and energy imperative. Hence the 8-inch gun, .which 
essentially an armor piercing gun at against 
all but the heaviest armor, has been selected, on account 
of its great efficiency, as part of the intermediate bat- 
a supplemented by the 7-inch n, which, while em- 
ying all the features of a rapid firing gun, the 
energy to perforate 7 inches of the best quality of 
=" when striking normally, at a distance of 3,000 
yards. 

10. The present dissenting member signed this report, 
and the board in considering the armament of the Taaho 
class has been wp ee. by the same principles 
which governed the rd on Construction in d ng 
upon the armament for the Louisiana class. The re- 
tention of the 8-inch gun seems to be a necessity, in 
view of the fact that guns of 9.2 inches in caliber are now 
designated as part of the intermediate batt of certain 
foreign battleships, and that heavier armor for the pro- 
tection of gun positions is now generally adopted. 

ll. These comments with regard to armament are for 
the purpose of calling the attention of the Department to 
the fact that the difference between the board and the

The turn of the Missouri took in six miles of water

1:23:50 o’clock she passed the sixth buoy. The fifth 
hoat was passed at 1:45:82. the fourth at 2:06:50, the 
third at 2:27:55, the second at 2:49:05, and the first 
and final boat at 3:10:52 o'clock, when the announce- 
ment was made that the Missouri had surpassed all 
records for battleships of her class. 
. The length of the Missouri is 388 feet, extreme beam 
72 feet 2 1-2 inches and mean draft, 23 feet, 6 inches. 
Her gross tonnage is 7,324.27, and she is equipped with 
twin screws. 








Oct. 20 the following order was passed by the Supreme 
Court of the District of Columbia in the Dewey Prize 
case: “Upon motion of the libellant, concurred in by the 
United States, this cause is now referred to the auditor 
of this court for the ascertainment of the amount and 
value of the prize property subject to condemnation un- 
der the rules laid down by the Supreme Court in this 
cause in the ‘Manila Prize Cases,’ 188 U.S. Reports, 
p. 264. If any question is raised by the United States 
as to the right of the libellant in law under said de- 
cision to condemnation of any portion of the prize prop- 
erty, then the auditor shall make a separate finding in 
regard to such property, at the request of either party, 
and shall report the question of law involved, the amount 
and value of the prize property embraced within said 
question and his conclusion thereupon. And the andi- 
tor is further instructed to speed said cause in order 
that a final decree may be entered with as little delay as 
possible.” This order is the result of a motion filed by 
the attorneys for Admiral Dewey and his officers and 
men, Messrs. Herbert & Micou and George A. and Wil- 
liam B. King, of Washington, D.C. They had securea 
the consent of Mr. Charles C. Binney, the special at- 
torney for:the United States, to their motion and the 
order was passed very promptly upon presentation of the 
motion. It is not possible to say when the hearing will 
take place before the auditor. He is ready to up 
the case as soon as possible, and will dispose of it without 
delay. At present the hearing must await the prepara- 
tion of Mr. Binney’s argument, who is now engaged in 
writing it. As soon as he finishes, it will be filed and 
an oral argument will be had before the auditor.

TRIAL OF THE DENVER. 


In her official trial trip over the Cape Ann course on 
Oct. 23, the U.S. protected cruiser Denver failed, it is re- 
ported, to attain her contract speed, which was 17 knots 
for four consecutive hours. The average speed over the 


measured course was 16.28 knots. Tidal corrections may 
help the cruiser out a little, but will not bring her up to 
the required speed. 

That the Denver should have failed to reach the re- 
quired speed proved a great disappointment to the trial 
board, and her builders Neafie and Levy, and those on 
board found it difficult to account for it. None of the 
trial board would of course discuss the matter, but some 
of the engineers laid it to faulty propellers and engines. 

On the first leg of the course the elapsed time for the 
thirty-three knots was 1 hr. 59 min. 14 sec., and giving 
the vessel the average speed of 16.606 knots per hour. 
Turning in a wide circle, the cruiser headed back for the 
line, but just before she repassed the Baltimore the pis- 
ton rod in a low pressure rotary engine, connected with 
a circulating pump, broke and the vessel had to be 
slowed down for repairs. 

After twenty minutes’ delay the pump began working 
again, and the Denver headed back to the southward over 
the course. She went by the Baltimore at 2:08:00, and 
ran into a stiff southwest wind and quite a lumpy sea. 
How much effect these conditions may have had on the 
apeed of the vessel could not be calculated, but it could 
not have been anything of great importance. The leg 
was finished at 4:12:11, making the elapsed time for 
the thirty-three knots 2 hr. 4 min. 9 1-2 sec., and her ay- 
erage speed on the southern leg 15.947 knots an hour, 
em her average speed an hour for the whole course 16.28

THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., Oct. 21, 1908. 

‘Those interested in the Army and Navy as well as 
lovers of sport everywhere will be pleased that the an- 
nual football contests between West Point and Annapolis 
are to continue. Particularly is this so as this year’s game 
will be decisive of the series, each of the teams having 
won four games. The first contest took place in 1890 at 
West Point, and was won by the Navy by a score of 30 to 
0. The second was at Annapolis, and West Point turned 
the tables by a score of 32 to 16. The next two games 
were at West Point and Annapolis respectively in the 
two following years, and both were won oe Annapolis 
by scores of 12 to 4 and 6 to 4. The authorities then de- 
cided that the games were taking too much of the cadet’s 
attention and put a stop to them. The contests were 
renewed, however, in 1899, on Franklin Field, Philadel- 
phia, the grounds of the University of Pennsylvania. 
The Army won the first game, the Navy the second, and 
the Army the last two, making the series four to four. 
The difference which threatened the continuation of the 
game arose upon the question of the application of the 
crdinary college eligibility rules to the contests. - 

The midshipmen won a victory Saturday against Dick- 
enson by a score of 5 to 0, which was very gratifying 
to the Navy as it turned the tables from last year when 
Dickenson won by a score of 6 to 0.

During the progress of the football game here this 
afternoon between the midshipmen and the Baltimore 
Medical College team, Robert E. Lewin, a player on the 
latter team, whose home was in Plain Field, New Hamp- 
shire, was seized with heart failure, and probably died 
almost at once, although every means was taken to pre- 
serve his life and he was not pronounced dead for over 
half an hour. The accident took place towards the close 
of what would have been the first half of the game, but 
the contest was terminated by order of the superintendent 
as soon as the seriousness of the affair became known. 
The dead youth received no injury of any kind that 
could be disclosed by the most careful examination. No 
possible blame is attached to anyone and the attending 
physicians agree that the heart failure wus simply 
brought on by the exertion of the game as it might have 
been by running or any other form of athletics. Drs. 
J. M. H. Rowland, William E. Rowland, A. P. Herring 
and others connected with the college, and Surgeons 
Ames and Bogert of the Naval Academy were among 
those who worked on the sick man. 

This is the §rst fatality that has taken place at the 
Naval Academy in connection with athletics, nor has 
there ever been an accident from which there were any 
serious permanent effects. Young Aiken of Louisiana, 
the midshipman who received a concussion of the brain 
during a game last year, was by far the most serious 
previous cas¢, but he is now entirely recovered. The 
naval authorities and the community feel the matter 
most deeply, but they are glad that the matter could not 
possibly be fairly blamed on anyone and that the game 
had been entirely free from unpleasant features. The 
affair is not properly ascribed to football as the medical 
opinion is unanimous that the death would have come 
had the young man indulged in any active exercise. It 
is not thought that the matter will affect the playing 
of football at the institution. 

In the game, as far as it went, Strassburger, Halsey 
and Rees did good work for the Navy.

Speaking briefly of his experience he said: “I believe 
that the National Guard has just passed through the 
severest test of its efficiency that it has yet had to en- 
counter. The conditions of mobilization afforded more 
difficulties than would obtain under actual war condi- 
tions. At the point where the troops disembarked there 
was only a single track and many of them were not able 
to leave their trains until hours after the scheduled 
time. Then, after having spent some of them twenty- 
four hours on the train, the men were at once put to 
work at making camp, working at this until late in the 
evening. Within twenty-four hours of the time, they 
pitched their tents, the order was received to march out 
into the field. There was no chance for preparation ot 
any kind; the troops were obliged to get down to busi- 
ness at once. They did their work under weather con- 
ditions that would not even be encountered in the tropics. 
First there was a stifling dust that made it impossible 
to see farther than a couple of yards. Then came a down- 
pour of rain and the armies waded through six inches 
of mud. The temperature varied from 45 to 86 degrees. 
Through it all the citizen soldiery did good work and 
showed up well alongside of the Regulars. Al 
I do not wish to make any comparisons, I cannot Pp 
but say the word of praise for the Wisconsin National 
Guard regiment. It did splendid work from 
to end and made a showing that would have been a credit 
to any militia organization in the country. The - 
ment was fortunate in being brigaded with two Ranihe 
Army regiments,, and thus getting a Regular Army offi- 
cer in command of the brigade to which it was attached.”

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FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 

It was found during the recent maneuvers in England 
that a single automobile was sufficient to rout a whole 
cavalry brigade and put the horsemanship of the riders to 
the test. Lord Roberts always traveled in a motor when 
the distance to be covered exceeded a mile and it is under- 
stood that he will next year introduce them as a feature 
of the combat. In the trial last year of a motor carry- 
ing twenty men is a suggestion in this line. The Motor 
Volunteer Corps turned out a number of first class ve- 
hicles, and they were in constant request. In the maneu- 
vers the mounted infantry bore their part equally with 
the cavalry, and were indistinguishable from and unsur- 
passed by them. 

The Army and Navy Gazette suggests that future 
British maneuvers should combine the operations of the 
wo services. ‘“‘Why,” it asks, “‘should not a whole army 
corps be embarked on board a fleet at Portsmouth and 
onveyed to, say, the south of Ireland or north of Scot- 
ijand and put on shore in the face of the opposition that 
could be gathered together easily enough ip Ireland, 
where the 3d Army Corps is of adequate strength, and 

en in Scotland by drawing upon militia and volunteers ? 
\iow valuable the lesson would be must be readily ad- 
mitted, and next season it should certainly be put in prac- 





During the British army maneuvers directions were 

nveyed to the two Army Corps by balls suspended from 

e car of a balloon. One ball indicated “stand fast,” 
vo “continue,” three “dismiss,” and four was the signal 
‘or the officers to be called together when some explana- 
ion or instruction had to be given. 

The maneuvers of the French army medical service in 
\ugust suggest the necessity for placing the dressing 

ations on the wings of the combatant forces or replac- 
ng them by regimental outfits carried by a mule. Other- 
ise there will be an incessant movement of bearers 
ithin the zone of the heaviest fire, giving direction to 
he projectiles of the enemy and revealing the position 
{ the divisional reserves near which the ambulance is al- 
ways located. 

The correspondent of the France Militaire thought the 
most original and modern feature in the physiognomy of 


the battles during the French army maneuvers was the 
manner in which the artillery was broken up. He saw 
the French army far from the day in which guns were 
employed in masses, batteries only being detached on ex- 
ceptional occasions. To-day, not only are batteries iso- 
lated, but it is no uncommon thing to see the sections of 
the batteries themselves separated, and sometimes a single 
gun employed to do the work to which six guns would 
once have been devoted. Thus, one day he saw the sec- 
tions of a particular battery in action some hundreds of 
yards apart, and hidden from one another by a thick 
cones, one section firing to the east and the other to the 
north. 

As no new recruits can be enlisted this year the Aus- 
trian. military authorities have had to resort to the expedi- 
ent of retaining with the colors until the end of the year 
60,000 Austrians and 40,000 Hungarians, whose period 
of service would expire with the present month. Again, 
recruits who cannot legally be enrolled have been invited 
to join as volunteers, which is a measure thought ominous 
in Austrian military circles. The decision to keep men 
with the colors beyond their time has caused much dis- 
satisfaction, and in some places rioting. 

The Italia Militare e Marina states that the new 
Italian battleship Roma was launched at Spezzia on 
Sept. 20. Her length is 474 1-4 ft.; beam 73 1-2; draught, 
nearly 18 ft.; displacement, 12,600 tons; engines, 19,000 
horsepower; speed, 22 knots. She will carry two 12-in. 
guns in two turrets, with 7.86-in. protection; twelve 7.9- 
m,. guns in six turrets; twelve 3-in. and twelve 1.85-in. 
gupe; and four torpedo tubes, two submerged. The 
maximum thickness of her armor belt will be 9.8-in. 
Her less vital parts will have a protection of nearly 2- 
in. in thickness. 


At Elsworth, England, Sept. 23, the Hampshire, a 
22 1-2 knot British cruiser of the Devonshire class, was 
launched and on the next day the British cruiser Abdul 
Hamid, 340 ft. by 47 ft. 6 in., depth 30 ft., draft 16 ft.. 
displacement 3,830 tons. She will carry two 6-in. guns, 
eight 4.7-in., six 3-pounder, six 1-pounder, and two 18- 
in. tubes. Her only protection is a 4-in. armored deck. 
Her engines of 12,500 1.H.P. will give a speed of 22 
knots. Steam will be supplied by six cylindrical boilers. 
A smaller Turkish vessel, the imperial — Senghudlu, 
was launched also on the same day. She is 123 ft. 6 in. 
long, and displaces 180 tons. 

The new triple screw French warship, which was 
recently launched at L’Orient, Jurien de la Graviere, 
arrived at New York city Oct. 4, and steamed up the 
river to the anchorage off West Thirty-fourth street. 
She is intended for a commerce destroyer, has four 
funnels, two short military masts, with fighting tops 
bristling, and engines of 18,000 horse power, which, on 
an official speed trial, gave a speed of twenty-three 
knots an hour. 

The Austrian maneuvers in Galicia included a rather 
remarkable trial of howitzer fire, said to have cost 
$15,000, which was .conducted secretly at Lesnica. A 
special fortification had been erected and covered with 
earth, in which trees had been planted. The old 15cm. 
(5.9in.) howitzers were used, with special shells, each 
containing 17 lb. of ecrasite and double powder charges. 
Tactical operations of approach and investment having 
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been practiced by the infantry, the howitzers were brought 
into action, and the effect is described as having been ter- 
rible. The explosion of the shells against the steel plates 
built into the fortifications could be heard for miles, and 
in the course of a few hours the whole work was com- 
pletely demolished. A captive balloon reported by tele- 
phone the progressive effects of the firing, and General 
Beck, chief of the staff, says the results are entirely sat- 
isfactory. The details are kept secret. Pioneers were 
left behind to search for unexploded shells. 


Tommy Atkins seems to be making friends in South 
Africa with his old antagonists, the Boers. At the close 
of a review of 10,000 British troops at Johannesburg. 
Sept. 19, Sir A. Lawley, addressing a meeting of Boers, 
“thanked all present for the proverbial kindness and 
courtesy with which they had treated the ‘khakis,’ which 
showed that there was no animosity borne, and that the 
burghers recognized the merits of the British soldier.” 


The French naval! officers are not well pleased with the 
order depriving them of full-dress uniform. A writer in 
Le Yacht states that all! officers will regret their ina- 
bility to wear the proper insignia of their rank in paying 
official visits and occasions of ceremony. Only admirals 
and other senior officers will be allowed this privilege.

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SOLDIERING IN THE SDVENTIES. 


A soldier of the older time presents a 
dismal picture in the Tacoma (Wash.) 
Sentinel of life in the Army as it was a 
quarter of a century and more ago. He 
says: 

“My chum and I enlisted in an Bastern 
city, promising each other we would stick 
together during all of our 5-year service. 
Three months later he was sent South 
nd I to the frontier, and our chumship 
was broken up forever. After enlisting 
we were rigged out in the coarsest of 
coarse uniforms, big enough to fit oxen, 
and our citizen suits were bought by the 
Dutch se ——- at his own figure. We 
were marched under guard to a so-called 
supper at a tough so-called hotel in the 

slum district. If that supper cost the 
War Department over 10 cents a head, 
some one got a rake-off. 

“By way of the steerage, we were 
landed on Governor’s Island, New York, 
and there for three months we had a very 
hungry time, while in sight ot peste. It 
is saiu that the reason the Government 
sends its soldiers steerage is that there is 
no cheaper way. Old Castle William was 
. hungry place, and recruits detailed to 
peel potatoes for the soldiers’ soup hid a 
tow in their pockets and roasted them by 
ste salth in the casemates at night—not as a 

ark, but to appease real hunger. Scant 
rations, fat pork and mouldy mutton. The 

onion, the tater or the turnip that was 
vashed up on the beach did not stay there 
mg. It was soon eaten up. All sorts 
f drudge work we did, and all our sur- 
roundings showed us that a soldier’s life 
was a dog’s life. Still, not exactly, for I 
knew that our family dog at home was 
setting much better treatment. 

‘It was six months before I received a 
ent of pay, and in the meantime I had to 
ell my shirts and blankets for a song to 
aise a little pocket money. In the fron- 
tier company to which I was assigned 
ve generally had enough to eat, but the 

soldier who wanted such luxuries as butter 

ind milk and laundry and uniforms changed 

o fit, had to pay for them out of his $13 
month. 

“One bright spot in my Army recollec- 
tions is the kindness and humanity of 
ur brave old commander, Gen. 
Howard He came right among his men, 
ind on the long, weary 1,700-mile march 
ursuing hostile Nez Percés in ’77 he 
umanely allowed us to rest ten minutes 
every hour.
